EXx-MINISTER PIERREPONT gave a dinner 
in honor of the Duke of Sutherland and the 
Marquis of Stafford last night. Among the 
American guests were Secretary Blaine and 
Gov. Cornell, of New York. 


Tux value ot the goods exported from the 
United States during the twelve months end- 
ing March 31, 1881, exceeded the value of the 
imports by $243,445,889. During that time 
the value of the gold and silver coin and 
bullion imported exceeded the value ot the 
gold and silvercoin exported by $78,943,769. 


Tar Treasury Department having, learned 
that there was a lack of uniformity in the 
matter of the duties assessed on foreign 
books imported through the mails, hgs 
issued an order declaring that all books in 
stiff covers, or usually so bound, so import- 
ed are liable to a duty of 25 per cent ad 
valorem. 


Tue death rate at New York’ is rather 
alarming. Yesterday 149 deaths were re- 
ported, while on the corresponding day of 
last year there were only ninety-eight deaths. 
The increase arises from the prevalance of 
sinall-pox and typhus-fever, which is doubt- 
less due to the exceedingly filthy condition 


of the city. , 

Tux Grand Duke Nicholas, the brother of 
the late Czar and uncle of the present one, 
whose arrest near Moscow was announced 
about two weeks ago, has beer sentenced to 
imprisonment for life, his connection with 
the Nihilists’ plots having been clearly estab- 
lished, or at least in a manner to satisfy his 
Imperial nephew. 


Post-OrFrice robberies are becoming 
alarmingly numerous. Two were reported 
yesterday morning, and now comes the news 
that a gang of burglars broke into the Post- 
Office at Camargo, Pa., Tuesday night, and 
took the safe out of the building and blew it 
open. The explosion awakened the Post- 
master, who discharged his shotgun at the 
burglars, and they left without any plunder. 


Mr. GLADSTONE’S scheme for the gradual 
reduction of tae duty on silver plate has been 
received with such distavor that he has an- 


nounced that be does not intend to persist in 
tt. The reductjon proposed was to be grad- 


ual, and as a consequence those who were 
intending to invest felt that they had better 
wait until the duty was wholly abolished, 
when they could invest their money to better 
advantage. There was, therefore, a decided 
falling off in the trade. 


LorD BEACONSFIELD left all his letters, 
papers, manuscripts, etc., to Lord Rowton, 
with full diseretion to publish all except pri- 
vate letters, and these if the writers are will- 
ing. He strietly enjoins Lord Rowton not 
under any circumstances to publish any let- 
ter which may in any possible way give pain 
to living persons or tarnish the character of 
the dead. He specially directs Lord Rowton 
that no part of his correspondence with the 
Queen shall be published without her con- 
sent. 


Tur St. Louis street car employés’ strike 
continues, but owing to the riotous and dis- 
orderly conduct of some of the men the 
strike lacks that public support and sympa- 
thy which in Chicago rendered it powerful. 
The leading newspapers condemn the course 
of the strikers, as do some of the leading cit- 
izens. An attempt will be made by the 
street-car companies to-day to operate three 
lines. A large force of regular and special 
policemen will de on hand to prevent dis- 
turbances. 


JOSEPH AND Isaac Buioom, fancy dry- 
goods dealers of New York, made an assign- 
ment yesterday. The liabilities of the firm 
are placed at $100,000. The preferred debts 
amount to $48,000. Joseph Bloom, the junior 
member of the firm, was found dead in bed 
at the Tremont House, New York, yesterday 
morning. His friends claim that he had been 
ailing for some time, and that his death was 
not caused by his own act. The fact that 
he registered in an assumed name throws 
some doubt on the statements of Mr. Bloom’s 
friends. 


Mr. Gaynor, a Canadian member of Par- 
liament, and the editor of a paper called the 
Electeur. published in Quebec, said in his 
paper that the administration of the Quebec, 
Montreal, Ottawa & Occidental Railway was 
controlled by a den of forty thieves, and that 
the Manager of the road, L. A. Senecal, was 
the boss of the den.“ Mr. Senecal feels 
aggrieved, and wants $100,000 damages for the 
injury done his character. Mr. Gaynor will 
be hardly called on to pay that amount, and 
it is probable Mr. Senecal would be willing to 
accept a much smaller sum. 


Tur European Governments, with the 
probable exception of Germany, are not quite 
so anxious to entertain the proposal of Rus- 
sia for a conference on the political refugee 
question as they were represented to be when 
the proposal was first talked about. En- 
gland, driven to it doubtless by the caustic 
criticisms of the Radical and Liberal press 
on the prosecution of Herr Most, raises the 
most serious objections to the proposal, and 
it is probable, now that sober second thought 
prevails, that the matter will be allowed to 
drop. 


Ir is said that Gambetta is privately urg- 
ing the French Government to active mili- 
tary measures against Tunis, and his efforts 
in that direction seem to be quite successtul, 
notwithstanding the efforts of some mem- 
bers of the French Cabinet. This 
Tunis business seems to be a very queer af- 
fair. Thus we learn that the French Consul- 
General has again assured the Bey of the 
pacitic intentions of France, while at the 
same time urging him to accept a French 
protectorate, and while a French army is in 
occupation of some of his territory. The 
French Consul is a good one. 

— - — — 


Tue New York sugar importers are not by 
any means remarkable for modesty. In a 
case recently decided in the United States 
Court of New York it was held that sugars 
colored dark should be graded as of lowest 
class, and be admitted at the lowest rate of 
duty, no matter what the quality of the 
sugar, or whether the coloring was artificial 
or not. This decision is in direct conflict 
with a decision rendered in the United States 
Court at Baltimore some time ago by Judge 
Perrot, and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury resolved to appeal from the New 
York decision to the Supreme Court. 


The importers, with a degree of sub- 


- 


ume audacity for which they have not 


hitherto received credit, had the cool impu- 
dence to ask Secretary Windom to receive a 
deputation which was prepared to advance 
arguments why the appeal should not be 
taken. The Secretary very properly refused 
to receive the deputaticg or to hear the argu- 
— ami the case will go to the Supreme 
urt. 


CONSTANTINOPLE is about to enjoy the 
luxury of a political trial. Nine persons have 
been arrested on suspicion that they were 
concerned in the assasination of the Sultan 
Abdul Aziz, in 1876, among them being a 
Huugarian who was the murdered monarch's 
physician, and who is charged with being 
the most active agent in the conspiracy that 
resulted in the assasination. The triai will 
be public, and among the witnesses to be ex- 
amined are Mehemed Ruchdi Pasha, the 
former Grand Vizier, and the Turkish Min- 
ister at Berlin. It is expected the trial will 
result in some interesting developments. 


A CASE came before the New York Courts 
yesterday, and during the hearing serious 
charges were made against the management 
of the Elgin Insane Asylum. Some time ago 
Emma Weinberg brought suit against her 
husband, Moses Weinberg, for separation, 


and alimony. She claimed separation on 


the ground of cruelty, alleg:ng that she 
was confined in the Elgin Insane Asylum, 
whereshe was cruelly treated, at the instiga- 
tion of her husband. The evidence of a 
former inmate of the Elgin institution went 
to show that the treatment accorded to in- 
mates there was none of the best. Weinberg 
has been arrested because of his failure to 
pay alimony. 


LORD BEACONSFIELD’s will shows that he 
very ardently wished for the perpetuation of 
the name of Disraeli. He left all his prop- 
erty to his nephew, Coningsby Ralph 
Disraeli, and by the terms of the will the 
Hughenden estate is strictly entailed in the 
male line. Male heirs failing, t goes to the 
female branch of the family on condition 
that the successors of such heirsshall assume 
the name of Disraeli instead of their own. 
The London Times, editorially commenting 
on this phase of the will, ends by asking 
rather gushingly: What shall be the future 
of family and home a generation 
hence“ Will the. owner of Hughenden 
be a plain country, gentleman, or will a new 
Disraeli emerge from politics in the 
twentieth century to dazzle the multitude 
and seize the helm of power?’

Tax Republican Senators held a caucus 
last evening, when the question of the dead- 
lock, the President’s nominations, execu- 
tive sessions, and other matters were dis- 
cussed.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—The Treas- 
ury Department, having information that 
there is a lack of uniformity a: varioas ports 
n regard to the assessment of duty on books 
imported. through the mails, has issued a 
circular in which che folicw ng is emdodied: 
“Tiereafter all books, of whatever value, 
imvorted under the act of March 3, 1879, will 
be treated as dutiable at 25 per cent ad 
valorem. The provision for books will be 
held to include such as are bound in stiff 
covers, and also such as are usually 80 
bound, The provision fer printed 
matter embraces mines, p ‘rio leis, ete. 
in pamphiet form, news;apers and other, 
similar mattor. bhotographs, and music, the 
expression ‘printed matter’ being defined by 
the statute as including reproduction on pa- 
per by any process, except that 1 hand vrit- 
ing, of any words, letters, characters, figures, 
or images, or of any com ination ‘hereof not 
having the character of actual and personal 
correspondence.”

AN INTERESTING REVIEW.

YANKTON, Dak., April 27.—During the floods 
there were cases of heroism. The principal 
inerchant was Mr. Marsh, whose stock repre- 
The thought of 
saving any of it seemed not to enter his brain, 
but for hours he worked mankfully saving the 
lives of otbers, and rendered most effective and 
needful services. Aguin the question rises, 
“ Why were there not more lives lost? and the 
answer comes alike from the pivus and those to 
whom religion is but a oame, Divine mercy 
and Providence. Capts. Lavender and Noble, 
prominent merchants and citizens of Yankton, 
took their lives in their hands, and. as leaders 
of tne yawl „fleet of rescuers 
from Yankton, spent fourteen days 
among tne floes and floods. saving 
more than 400 people and bringing them 
here. Their lives were in peril a thousand 
times, and acomplete narrative of their ad- 
ventures would be as thrillingas thatof any 
arctic explorer who ever trod a glacier. 

One of the most palpavie proofs of the power 
of ice and water combined is afforded in tne 
steamboats high and dry upon the banks at 
or near this burg, About a mile below the 
city looms the buge form of the Peninah, that 
swept through the lower streets and lodged on 
the prairie, or rather on a stratum of solid ice 
like that below her companion vessels. Near 
the foot uf Third street is the bandsome Neilie 
Peck, with stocks slightly ieaning toward her 
native element. Next above and squarely on 
the railroad track is the ferry-boat Ida Living- 


ston, then in close proximity the large packets 


Butte and Black Hüls. Several miles above, 
close together on the prairie, stand the Coulson 
boats Josephine. Rosebud, and Bighorn, while 
on the levee are the few relies left of the stately 
Western. Of the Meade and Fontenette nothing 
is visible, though some portions were doubtiess 
saved. All of the eight boats first mentioned 
are the scenes of busy life. and each wills “ner 
or later. according to the damage done and re- 
pairs necessary, again be launched and reudy for 
business. The ice was blasted from around 
them with dynamite, and ways are now being 
built leading to tbe river. The Terry and Helena, 
both carried on land, have been launched and 
repaired, and ure in service. The first bas gone 
to Sioux City, and the second leaves for Benton 
on Tuesday if fuel cau be obtained. The mas- 
ters, pilots, and crews of the several boats are 
all bere, and aiding io placing them in condidon 
for voyaging again. 

Now for the measures of relief. Capt. J. J. 
Claque, Commissary Cuited States Army, came 
up on the Niobrara, and, in fulfillment of 418 
orders from Gen. Terry, hus keenly and critic- 
ally observed the status of affairs, so as to be 
able to report intelligently upon the amount of 
suffering, destruction, and loss, and to decide as 
to the quantity and kiudof aid and comfort 
needed ut the hands of the War Department. 
He will go up as far as Fort Sully, the extent of 
the district most afflicted, and then return here 
for service in superintending the purchase and 
distribution of supplies. Col. Andrews, com- 
manding at Fort Kandall, and Maj. Bart- 
lett, at Fort Sully, will Bee to 
the wants of sufferers at White Earth 
and Pierre and adjacent points respectively, ac- 
cording to orders already issued from Washing- 
ton. The bulk of the Government beneticence, 
however, basso far fallen into the hands; of 
Capt. D. D. Wheeler, Quartermaster, United 
States Army, who has ably, conscientiously, and 
carefully fulfilled his trust. He bas been in 
constant consultation with the prominent men 
who form the Kelief Committee, and principally 
through that Committee bas made bis distribu- 
uons of food. There have been no dead-beuts 
fed. Men of character from the  suf- 
fermg districts, who kaow every mun. 
woman, and child therein, dave been em- 
ployed in guarding against fraud. By 
jud cious purchases and the use of such supplies 
as be had on band, Capt. Wheeler has been able 
to keep sufficient food in readinesa for imme- 
diate need. His purchases amount to about 
$2,000, exclusive of pork gotten from the In erior 
Department. The great difficulty bas been in 
getting the foud to those to be fed, but this has 
been accomplished by means of yawis and skiffs. 
Nearly a thousand persons were brought to 
Yankton, and a majority distributed through 
the city, the rest being housed in 
the unflooded part of the adja- 
cent country. To-day the roster showed 
1911 depeudent for food, with 20,030 rations is- 
sued up to date. Each adult receives.a fuil sol- 
dior's ration daily, and every three infant chi- 
dren two full ratiops. The number to be fed 
will be augmented as means of reaching the 
flooded districts are obtained, and may touch 
2.50. Capt. Wheeler's estimate is that tne Gov- 
ernment will bave to subsist 2,000 for sixty days, 
and l, u of that number for thirty days longer: 
but it wil bea matter of small surprise if the 
time should have to be lengthe und the num- 
ber increased. 

Tbus stands the matter. These people are not 

upers in the unpleasant sense of the word. 

hey are citizens who were well-to-do, and have 
ail the natural pride of such. In fact, many 
fumilies who are known to bein need refuse 
Governmental aid, and ure trying to live on 
almost putbing. They must suceumb at last and 
be heiped. Many of the men of the 2.000 will 
go to work rebuilding the railroad, driving 
teams, Or some such work, us soon as the coun- 
try will permit. Others will commence repair- 
damages shortly, and maybe put in 
corn or potatoes; but their women and children, 
and they themselves until they can: earn or 
raise something, must have assistance. Clothes 
are an absolute necessity, and seed corn. wheat, 
potatoes, and other vegetables no less so. The 
seed the money subscribed in the Ea d will buy, 
and the clothes the Government will furn «b 
partly, and outs.de sympathizers the rest.

The back-water has now been met and over- 
come by the rise from the James itself. which, 
swollen by, the melting snows on thousands 
of square miles in Dakota, become a 
raging torrent, resisticss in fury, and 
risen to tuil thirty feet bigher than 
ever known before. Farms along its banks and 
in its valley have within the last. few days been 
devastated and covered with many feet of 
water. Oo Friday last Edward sperber and 
George Freudet, h young men, while in a 
skid endeavoring to save valuables from a 
furm-house tlhhatsng down ¢ current, were 
overturned and drowned. Their Struggles were 
seen from the little Towa of Jamesviile, where 
they lived, but nothing could be done to save 
them. Their bodies have not been recovered, 
nor are they likely to be for many days, 
if ever. The reports from the James River 
Valley are meagre, but there are geoeral - 
vices of losses of thousands of cattle and horses 
and the destruction of many bouses with all 
they contained. Stories of great sufferings on 
the purtof the inhabitants are also rife, but 
nothig definit can be learned, as all means of 
vommunieation are gone. All Ge bridges, ratl- 
road and wagon, for wore than a hundred miles 
up the stream are reported washed away and 
destroyed. The same state of affairs exists in 
the Vermilion River Valley, which is thickly 
settied, and whose bottoms were the graszing- 
grounds tor thousands of cattle. There are, too, 
vague rumors of heavy loss of life, but those 
lack confirmation. 0 

Of the condition of affairs in the large and 
densely peupled Valley of the Big Sioux there 
are, of course, no advices ovtainable here. No- 
Urusku is fortunate, at least at present, in being 
without large streams einptymg into the Mis- 
souri in this loea.ity. The Niobrara, which sep- 
arutes Nebraska from Weatera Dakota, is ro- 
ported as comparatively quiet, thuugh later ad- 
vices may change the cumpiexion of alfairs.

LATER. 

News from the James river comes in slowly, 
but is all of an adverse character. Milltown, 
forty miles from the Missouri, is reported 
completely washed away. Not a vestige 
is left. Jamesvilic, sixteen miles from 
here, is in little better eondi tion. 
Wovoley’s large flouring mills had one 
side knocked but. Stores in the towos named 
cannot be very plenty, as the residents had out 
little time gwen them. On Harry Wyn's stock 
fuim the water ruse to the bigat of twenty-two 
feet iu a few nours, and stands at inat level. 
‘here has been no fall, nor will there be for 
sume days,as the James drains an enormous 
secrion.of country. 

The water keeps up on the bottom lands below 
bere, consequent upon the rise in the James and 
Vermilion. Parties from up the James Valley 
tuink there wilibe some suffering among the 
drowued-out villagers and farmers. The 
losses of stock have en enormous, 
One farmer expressed it by say mr. Wheu the 
waters subside the stench of the carcasses will 
drive us from che country.” Capt. Wuecler bus 
just sent above by wagon to Springtieid fur the 
supplies of clothing sent from Fort K nd ll. and 
the Ladies’ Committee of Yankton are daily bard 
at work making children’s garments and bed- 
clothes. Fears fur the safety of Sioux Fa ls are 
expressed bere, as he Big Sivux is known to be 
booming.

KANSAS CITY, MO. 
Special Dispatch to Tie Cricago Tribune, 

KANSAS, Crrr. Mo., Aprii 27.—The situation 
here in consequence of the great tlood is be- 
coming more critical every hour, the water iu 
the Missouri having risen thirteen inches since 
Tuesday night at 7 o'clock, and now stands at 
twenty-four feet four laches, The river at this 
point is over two miles wide, and beyond Har- 
lem, in Clay County, nothing can be seen of the 
Council Bluffs railway-track, it being uader 
water tor miles, while the Hannibal & St. Joe. 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacitic, and Wabash 
trucks are from two to five feet under water. 
Along the Missouri to the juacdon with the 
Kaw and thence south to beyond the 
wuter-works the river bas flooded the banks and 
railroad tracks in many places. A weak at- 
tempt bas been made in some places to ievee, 
but the soil is too porous and the wuter soaks 
through freely. The tracks at the packing 
houses are under water, as is also Orbison Point, 
—the point of land which runs out into the Mis- 
svuri and Kaw at the junction—in consequence 
of which about thirty families bave been driven 
out of their homes. At the packing house 
slaughtering hus been discuntinued owing 
to the partial flooding and the inability 
of the sewers to carry of the 
refuse. The backwater in the sewers causes an 
intelerable stench all over West Kansas, which, 
combined with the stagnaat water in ceilurs 
and upem the ground, makes life in that section 
unbearuble almost, and excitesaiarm for the 
ueni.h of the dwellers when the flood shail have 
subsided. Fowler Brothers’ tenement houses 
are abandoned, and about fifty shanties in 
Hell's Half-Acre, near the bank of the Mis- 
suuri, have been vacated. 

Oo the Wyandutte side of the Kaw the Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks are uoder water about four 
feet, and all trains to St. Joe, Atcai- 
son, and Leavenworth have been aban- 
doned. At a late hour last night 
one of Sales’ large ice-houses on the East 
Levee went into the river, and at an edriy hour 
this morning the second followed, causing a loss 
of about 1. 00 tons of ice. In West Kansas, 
near the packing houses, the large ice-huouse of 
Siavens & Oburn began siding into the water 
u bout 4 o'clock this afternoon, the swift current 
uf the river at that point cutting into the vanks 
and undermining the building. Fowler Brus’. 
ice-huuses drein great danger, as a large pur- 
on of the buildings are under water. and it is 
feured that the foundations are being under- 
mined. The stuck pens are also four feet under 
water. 

At Orbison’s Point the water has reached the 
highest elevation, and the residents have al! 
moved out, tue entire point belug covered with 
water. Plankinton & Armour's ice bouses 
are also in dunger, anda large force of men 
have been trying tesave them. The back-water 
is operant the oil mills and the tounmy of Moore 
& Moss. and a further rise of a few inches will 
surround these two buildings entirely. 

Aside frum the above, no dumage has resulted 
except to tbe railroads, and no ugures can yet be 
obtained as to the real juss in this respect. 
The Hannibal & St. Joe and Kock Island 
companies are bringing their passengers 
from u point about six miles below Kansas City, 
in Clay County, by steamboat, and it will prob- 
ably be ten days before passenger-trains can 
again reacb Harlem. even if the water subsides. 
The west- bound Wabasb train ran as tar as the 
Lexington Junction to-day, but water now coy- 
ers the track below, and itis thougut no trains 
willbe able to pass Brunswick ter to-night. 
The entire country beiow Kansas City adjacent 
to the river, for a distance of 100 miles, is over- 
tiowed, ana the rich bottom lands wili be useless 
for farmers if the high water cuntinues the time 
of the great flood of 1844. At this int the 
damage resulted trum the rise in the Kuw River. 
which empties into the M.ssouri about 200 yards 
west of Fowler Brothers peck -Muse, but the 
water in that stream bas allen four inches to-

THE OLDEST INHABITANT.

East Sr. Loors, It., April 27.—At Springfield 
yesterday dispatches began to pour in upon ex- 
Secretary -of-state Hutch, State Treasurer Kutz, 
Appellate Clerk Jones.

EAMA WEINBERG. 
HER MISFORTUNES. 

New Tonk. April 27.—Emma Weinberg, 
through another, has begun a suit against 
Moses Weinberg for separation and alimony. 
Some time ago an order was granted for the 
defendant's arrest, and to-day a motion to 
vacate was made, also a counter-motion for 
alimony. It was contended that the plaint- 
iff. as a lunatic, was confined in the State 
Asylum at Elgin, III., from 1875 to 1880, when 
she was brought here, and is now in a lunatic 
asylum in this city.

The 
defendant says that he is willing to care for 
his wife, and avers that she can get better 
treatment in Chicago than here. A former 
inmate of the Elgin Asylum, Margaretta D. 
Dorr, swears that the food at that institution 
was poor, and the management not good.

DEFENDANT ORDERED TO PAY ALIMONY. 

The plaintiff was married in this city in 
1869 to Moses Weinberg, then a clerk, but 
now a jewelry merchant in Chicago. She 
became insane about a year after marriage, 
and has ever since been demented. Her 
husband, after she had been examined by 
physicians, placed her in a private asylum 
for the insane at Batavia, Ill. It is admitted 
that Weinberg treated her with admirabie 
devotion up to 1875. In that year he 
took ber from the Batavia institution 
and put her into the State Asylum 
for Insane at Elgin, III., where he kept her 
until August, 1880, in which month her 
mother, with the consent of Weinberg, 
brought her to this city. In January last 
Weinberg came here from Chicago and saw 
his wife’s relatives. He then refused to con- 
tribute to her maintenance in Bloomingdale 
Asylum, where her father placed her last 
autumn. Mr. and Mrs. Klieves, the parents 
of Mrs. Weinberg, took legal advice, and be- 
gan to prosecute her suit for separation and 
alimony, ou the zround that as 
MRS.

THE ANNUAL CRUSADE ON THE JEWS BEGUN 

IN BATH—A SKIRMISHING ANNOUNCEMENT 

WHICH WILL PROBABLY LEAD TO A GOOD 

DEAL OF BITTERNESS. 

New York Herald, April . 

The annual crusade against a historic and 
illustrious race has begun unusually early 
this seasun. It would seem from a caretul 
study of the various phases of the question 
that when hotel business is dull the Hlebrews 
are always welcome, but when prosperity 
comes the Christian money-changer talks 
about select patronage” and “ genteel 
customers.“ At the time of the great panic 
in 1872 nothing was heard about caste in 
hotels, but now every kind of speculation is 
booming and the Hebrew, whose money was 
a godsend to the hotels when banks were 
tumbling, is told that neither his services 
nor his company are longer required.

Cor- 
bin was only one of a number of 2 
ers who were going to accommodate only 
genuine Gentiles, regardless of race, color, 
sex, breeding, education, or previous conai- 
tion of financial standing.

‘These advance statements of a determined 
policy toward the descendants of the pa- 
triarchs of the world naturally excited a 
widespread and intensely bitter feeling 
among the Jews, for Bath has always been 
considered a quiet, out-of-the-way place 
whither a few Hebrews have gone to spend 
their summers for fifteen or twenty years. 

A reporter of the Herald visited Bath last 
evening, and found a pleasant little village 
nest! close to the beach, near the quaint 
and old-fashioned Dutch settlement of New 
Utrecht. The beautiful green carpet of 
spring grass in the fields and the voices of 
the newly-arrived robins made it easy to un- 
derstand why the daughters of Judah love 
to patronize the breezy lawns of this charm- 
ing resort. There are four hotels in the 
place,—the Avon, the Atlantic, Bath Cottage, 
and tne Seaside. Mr. Shields, the proprietor 
of the property, said he had lived there 
twenty-six years. The land had cest him 
$10,000 an acre, the hotel was expensive to 
run, and after an experience of more than a 
‘quarter of a‘century he must say that he did 
not act hastily when he had ad vertise- 
ment inserted in the newspapers. So faras 
the Jews were concerned he had no prejudice 
against them as a class, but there was a large 
number of them whose conduct made it 
necessary to exclude them.

VIEWS OF OTHER HOTELKEEPERS.

THE SCIO EARTHQUAKE. 


Scenes of Desolation and Horror- 
Vivid Description of the Calamity 
Sent from the Ruined Island. 

Letter from Scio in London News. 

The temperature on the 3d was heavy and op- 
pressive, and the horizon was broken by broad 
flashes of light that seemed to denote a coming 
storm. In all this atmospheric disturbance, 
however. the inhabitants saw nothing extraor- 
dinary, and were far from being alarmed by 
what they fancied would result in a thunder- 
storm. At ten minutes to 2 in the afternoon «a 
terrific shock was felt, bringing three-fourths of 
the houses in the town to the ground like so 
many packs of cards, and burying a tbousand 
persons under the falling ruins. Then com- 
menced a fearful scene of horror. The 
ground rocked and danced, kneading the 
ruin already formed into an unrecogniz- 
uble mass of stone. The survivors rao 
hither and thither, not knowing where to flee to 
escape the horrible fate that menaced them, and 
were tossed and flung avout by the heaving 
earth like fcatners in a breeze. On every side 
the sinister rumblings of the eurth, the noise of 
falling buildings, the tearing asunder of the 
walls of houses, and the shrieks of the wounded 
lent a fearful horror to the scene. All sought to 
leave the town and get into the plains. in order 
to avoid being buried under the falting build- 
ings, but even those who gained the open coun- 
try were by no means safe. The earthquake 
attacked not only the towns and villages, but 
worked its ravages iu the hills and mountains of 
the island. Enormous masses of rock and earth 
came rushing down the hillsides, carrying all be- 
fore them, bounding fai iuto the plains, and 
tearing roads in the solid rocks of the mountain 
such as might bave been formed by a torrent u 
thousand years oid. 

Some time elapsed before any of the survivors 
recovered from the terror caused by the sbock 
sufficiently to be able to comprebend the extent 
ot the catastrophe, or to think of looking fur 
friends or relatives still perhaps alive beneath 
the ruins. The town presented a pitiabie spec- 
tucle. Great fissures and crevices yawned in 
the strects, walls were failing witb a crashing 
report, and entire buildings crumbled in frag- 
ments 0 the ground. In many places whole 
streets had disappeared, and it was hard to say 
where the diiferent well-known ouildings had 
stood, Ne oue knew where to look for family or 
friends. The ground still heaved and tussed, 
bringing fresh buildings to the ground at every 
moment, and hurrying innumerable victiins to 
destruction. Tho people seeking to — were 
caught in the staircases of their houses by fall- 
ing walls, or were crusbed by the entire house 
failing in on them as they crossed the 
threshold. It is impossible to say what the 
number of victims would have been if a 
second shock bad not dispiaced the ruins formed 
by the first, and thus permitted thousands ot 
sufferers to escape, orto be rescued by others 
trom the horrible imprisonment to which they 
bad been condemned. In the town the victims 
have beeu very numerous. The quarters most 
damaged are the citadel, the Atzikies quarter, 
and the industrial quarter. Beneath the ruins 
of the citadel alone 500 victims at least must be 
buried. Among others, there are forty ‘Turkish 
women who were engaged in prayer in au ora- 
tory situated inthe court of the castle. The 
Government Palace and buiidings, the tele- 
grapb-office, and the mosques are (ttle better 
than tottering ruins. Hardly a minaret in tho 
town remains upright. The Frank quarter may 
be suid to have suflered the least of\any, but 
even here there is not a house the walls Of which 
do not exhibit one or more ominous-looking 
crevices. All che fissures and crevices run from 
east to west. In the industrial quarter hardly a 
house remains standing, and whole families of 
from ten to fifteen persons have perished, or 
must perish, beoeath the ruins. 

In the country the elfects of the horrible up- 
heaval have been eveu more terrible than in the 
town. Here the victims may be counted by 
thousands insteud of by hundreds, The monas- 
tery of Neomoni is completely razed to the 
ground, and sixty monks lie buried beneath its 
walls. The site of the village of Nehita presents 
the appearance of a disused stone-quarry. Not 
a trace of a building remains. The inbabitants 
have disappeared. It is thougbt that the num- 
ber of victims io three viilages (Calimassis, 
Thimiana, aud Neochori)is over 3.W0. The total 
population of the three districts is between 6.00 
and 7,000 souls. [have just visited Cardamals, 
Pythios, and Davenuna, which are entireiy de- 
stroyed. The number of victims is unknown, 
but is very considerable. At Teuesme 1,00 
houses, half of the town, have been destroyed. 
Fivedead and fifty wounded have been dicovered 
at Kato Panaya. Every bouse, and there are 
yoo. is in ruius. Twenty-three dead and 150 
wounded have been found-hitherto. The aspect 
of the plain of Vounaki is heartrending. Be- 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 persons of all ages and 
both sexes are camped there, on the open 
ground, and there areas yet but few tents to 
shelter them, and vid and young, sick and weil, 
the dead even in some pluces, are scattered in- 
discriminately about the plain. Parents wander 
from group to group in the crowd seeking their 
children, and endeavoring to persuade them- 
selves that their darlings will be found among 
the living. Nota singe baking-house in the 
whole isiand is left standing, and the eutire pop- 
ulatlon was thus without food until aid could 
arrive from the exterior. At one moment an 
entire Village, built in the form of an amphithe- 
atre on the side of a hill, broke bodily away from 
the parent rock, and rushed crashing down into 
the plain. 

The shocks are now diminishing. In all we 
have counted 250 since the firet three awful up- 
heavais which destroyed the greater part of the 
island. Of these 250 shocks at least forty-seven 
were capable of overthrowing a solidly-buiit 
house. The work of excavation has been com- 
menced, but bow few of the buried victims shall 
we be abie to extricate from their living tombs? 
The scene is sickening. Herea hand makes 
teeble signs through a crevice, while the un- 
fortunate wretch to whom it belongs is buried 
beneath thousands of tons of masonry. Here, 
again, a Voice calls for aid from underground. 
A daughter, sobbing, endeavors to encourage 
her father, who is naprisoned down below the 
surface; and at every turn of the spade or pick 
some horrible, mutilated corpse is brought to 
light. Numbers of dead are unburied, and in 
isolated places the dogs are disputing the pos- 
session of their mantied corpses,

St. Louis. 


The City Will Make an Armed

To-Day.

ST. LOUIS. 
_ Special Dispatch to The Chicago 

Sr. Louis. Mo., April 27.—Let the reading pub- 
lic understand, once for all, that the strike of 
the street-car men bere in St. Louis is in no 
sense comparable to the strike so lately and sat- 
isfactorily made in Chicago. Starting from the 
same general points of low wages and overwork, 
this strike now prevailing lacks every element 
of honesty or cohesion. To state the situation 
fairly, I reproduce the language of John Garri- 
gun, the acting President of the Street-Car 
Union. At noon to-day I met this man in the 
editorial rooms of the Globe-Democrat, where 
hehad gone to bulidoze the editor for 
expressing in this morning’s issue of that paper 
a lack of sympatby with the strikers. Garrigan 
is a clean, well-dressed, intelligent Irish-Ameri- 
can of not more than 25 years. To Capt. Irwin, 
of the Globe- Democrat, he said: If it had not 
been for McGuire and Howan, the street-car 
men who consented to go out onastrike last 
Saturday would not have been able to hold out 
one day.“ 

Said your correspondent: When the great 
public gives you its sympathy, and tries to help 
you accomplish your purposes, why do you not 
manage your own meetings, and conduct them 
decently, and quietly, and respectably as the 
Chicago street-car employés conducted theirs? ’’ 

Garrigan replied that the St. Louis street-car 
men were not educated, were illiterate, and un- 
able to conduct their meetings, 

Let.“ said I. you have cheek, impudence, 
and gab enough to bring you to a leading news- 
paper office and spur yon to bulidozing its 
editors into sustaining you—sustaining men 
who retain and counteaance professional agi- 
tators, known disturbers of the pubiic peace, 
and enemies of the workingmen,” 

As for these men, McGuire and Hogan, they 
are billetea for New Caledonia, Siberia, or some 
other penal colony.

*olice officials and representatives of the street- 
car companies were ia conference several 
bours to-day, perfecting the details of a 
program which, they think, will break 
the backbone of the strike  to-mor- 
row. Tue plan is an elaborate one, and 
there is a thorough understanding as to how it 
sball be carried out. It contemplates the opera- 
tion of three lines of cars, and the codperation 
of the entire police force. The Metropolitaus 
are not (o appear upon the streets in ies, but 
reserve squads are to be stationed at different 
points ou each route to be operated. The routes 
will be closely patrolled, and, on the gathering 
of any considerable crowd at auy point, word is 
to be sent at once to the nearest reserve squad, 
and the crowd is to be dispersed without 
any parleving. It is the idea to use 
tue club freely in breaking up the gatherings of 
people, but other weapons will not be resorted to 
unless the mobs offer resistance to the police. 
In that case there will be bayonet, powder, and 
ball used. The police are to be prepared for 
every emergency, but not to resort to bloodshed 
unless it becomes absolutely necessary. Three 
lines have been picked out on which to start the 
cars in the morning. These are the Union De- 
pot, the Olive street, and Washington avenue. 
The police vfficiais express themselves confi- 
dent that their arrangement of forces will 
enable them to keep those routes free from 
crowds and interference. It is the theory that 
if the lines can be kept in operation a day or 
two the way will be made easy for the rest to 
resume. Theintention is to start the cars on 
the three lines mentioned at regular hours to- 
morrow morning, and to operate as near the full 
force as the Companies can obtain men for. It 
ie uot expected that to-morrow will pass with- 
out somebody getting hurt. indeed, the police 
authorities have made up their minds that the 
time has come for something decisive. They 
express themseives confident of being able to 
carry out their plans. and to cope with any, 
crowd that may coliect. The routes selected 
are through sections of the city where the 
working classes are not numerously represented.

REBEL REMINISCENCES. 


Some of the Inner Life of the Con- 
federacy by One Who Was There. 
Ina conversation, prompted by a mention of 

Jeff Davis’ forthcoming volume of memoirs, a 

prominent officer of the late Southern Confed- 

eracy related to a representative of the New 

York Tribune the following personal reminis- 

cences of the war: 

was.“ he said, “appointed on the Foreign 
Affairs Committee by the Confederate Congress, 
I voted for the abolition of slavery as a mat- 
ter of military necessity, but it was only 
supported by afew members from the Border 
States, which had a minor interest in the 
matter. A border committee met over a confec- 
tionary story in Richmond. The Chairman of it 
was Atkins, a member of Congress trom Tennes- 
see. At one time we had a scheme to make Lee 
dictator of the whole Confederacy, and a com- 
mittee was sent to the camp to see Lee. When 
they had stated their propos tion he said: 

„Gentlemen, I am so bard pressed with the 
duties 1 now have that. if any more duties were 
added, they would break me down. 80 great 
are my responsibilities and my danger, 
that when 1 say my prayers nig and 
morning, it is as much as can 
do to stop from asking God to bring every day 
the ball that is to close my accountability. 
There is no way,’ said Lee, to turn. I am 
afraid to leave my lines with my army and 
march South, because there is nothing to eat 
wherever 1 may go. The country is empty— 
empty of men, empty of food.“ 

Just before our lines were broken at Peters- 
burg, I took dinner with several officers, and 
Gen. Lee there related that Mr. Davis had the 
day before sent him a message to leave his army 
and go over to Richmond, a journey both ways 
of a day or 80, to bave a conference. Lee 
replied that the necessities of the army 
every moment were such that he could not gu 
away, that he expected an attack every mo- 
meut. To this answer was returned that Mr. 
Davis stili insisted on seeing Lee that day. Lee 
replied that he would not be responsible for 
what happened in bis absence;

Tur New York dispatches state that Jay 
Gould is negotiating for the purchase of the 
Illinois Central Railway. The greatest open- 
ing in the way of railroad speculation is that 
of the IIlinois Central Railroad. To a man 
of Jay Gould’s enterprising turn of mind it 
offers inducements and opportunities rarely 
to be found at this time. It is an extraor- 
dinary road. It extends from Chicago to 
New Orleans, and from Chicago to the U pper 
Missouri River. Through IIlinois it is prac- 
tically duplicated, the branch“ being equal 
to the original read. Financially,- it offers 
unrivaled opportunities. Its capital stock 
is only $29,000,000, and its length of line in 
Illinois is 884 miles, while it operates 402 
miles in Iowa. Its debt is a nominal one of 
$10,000,000, payable in ten year installments, 
and bearing 6 per cent interest. The stock 
and debt are only equa! to about $24,000 per 
wile of the Illinois and lowa lines. To aman 
like Gould it is a mine. If purchased, he 
could double its stock and bond it 
at the rate of $20,000 per mile, and di- 
vide the bonds and stock among the stock- 
holders and pay dividends on the enlarged 
stock and interest on the new bonds, and 
keep the whole stock at par. Toa railroad- 
operator of lis experience there is at least a 
clear immediate profit of $60,000,000, which 
he might realize within six months. More- 
over, the road and its connections are essen- 
tial to the “Gould system.” He already 
owns and controls all the Southwestern rail- 
roads and the river transportation. Wiih the 


his barges in the season of navigation, he 
could command all the Mississippi Valley 
transportation, and build up a new commer- 
cial city at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River. He would have command of the 
grandest ofall the great links not yet in- 
cluded in his system. 


GONKLIJG AS A MARPLOT. 

Senator Conkling has appeared in a new 
character during the present executive ses- 
sion of the Senate. Heretofore he has 
plumed himself upon his personal power, 
which he has exercised with arrogance. He 
has enjoyed a reputation for strutting, but 
not for ¢rawling, and he has commanded a 
certain admiration even from those who had 
no sympathy with his selfish political actions. 
But Senator Conkling during the past few 
weeks has changed his position from that of 
an outspoken, defiant, and aggressive coin- 
batant to that of a cringing and intriguing 
marplot. This new phase of Conklingism is 
not calculated to increase his claim upon 
public respect. 

Ostensibly Conkling has taken no part in 
the pending contest between the Republicans 
and Democrats over the proposition to elect 
new officers for the Senate. He has been 
apparently indifferent to the alleged oppor- 
tunity for the resuscitation of the Republican 
party by electing the Readjuster Riddle- 
berger. of Virginia, Sergeant-at-Arms. He 
has merely voted with his purty to make a 
tie and prolong the “deadlock.”’ So far as 
we have observed, he has not hada single 
word to say in behalf of the rights of the 
constitutional majority“ claimed by other 
Republicans. Judging from the record 
alone, he would not be held responsible in 
the slightest degree for the neglect of public 
business during the past seven weeks, and it 
would be impossible to say whether or not 
he approves of the determined refusal to 
consider the executive nominations. Never- 
theless there are reasons to believe that Mr. 
Conkling, usually so arrogantand offensive 
in pressing his projects, has in this instance 
skulked behind a caucus which, is acting in 
obedience to his dictation,—not to achieve 
the public or even the party purpose put for- 
ward as its aim, but to assist the New York 
Senator in defeating a nomination which is 
obnoxious to his personal interests. 

It is becoming more and more apparent 
every day that Conkling holds the key of the 
deadlock. Ile and his henchmen in and out 
of the Senate oppose every movement for 
opening it or breaking it. The suggestion 
for a caucus is met at once by a pressure of 
opposition from the Conkling forces. Mr. 
Conkling himself makes no public argument 
in defense of the present situation, probably 
because he is conscious that it is weak, il- 
logical, and senseless. He knows well enough 
that the Republicans in the Senate, who can 
in no case control more than one-half the 
votes on the floor, are unable to carry the 
point for which they are ostensibly contend- 
ing. He knows that the Democrats, with 
exactly the other half of the votes on the 
floor of the Senate, can postpone the pro- 
posed election of officers. indefinitly, and de- 
prive the Senate of a quorum at any time it 
is in their interest to do so. He knows that 
the struggle over the Senate offices is not 
only hopeless, but can be renewed as 
well after acting upon the executive 
appointments as before. He knows that the 
Liberal movement in the South is not to be 
promoted by crippling the Civil-Service and 
neglecting the public business. Hence he 
does not stultify himself by leaaing the de- 
bate, but at the same time he covertly insists 
upon maintaining the deadlock until he feels 
that he has prepared the way by bargains 
and intrigues to defeat the nomination of 
Judge Robertson. 

The insolent and delusive proposition that 
President Garfield shall wichdraw ali the 
nominations he has sent into the Senate, on 
the ground that the Senate has not yet fully 
organized, is ‘manifestly a suggestion of 
Conkling’s. The President would make 
himself ridiculous by any such proceeding. 
The Senate is a permanent body. It is al- 
ways organized. The officers hold till their 
successors are elected. The Senate was suf- 
ficiently organized to confirm a Cabinet for 
the new President. It would be folly to say 
that it is not now sufficiently organized to 
confirm a Collector for New York. President 
Garfield is not likely to place himself in so ri- 
diculous a position. The suggestion, however, 
Was entirely worthy of a marplot. It was a 
notice to the Administration that it might 
thus let itself down easily in the act of sur- 
rendering to Mr. Conkling. Ouce withdrawn, 
upon this or any other pretext, the nowina- 
tion of Judge Robertson could not be re 
hewed without giving Mr. Conkling an op- 
portunity to assert that such renewal was in- 
tended as a personal affront to himself,—once 
withdrawn, in fact, it would never be re- 
newed. | 
Mr. Conkling as a schemer is no longer en- 
titled to the respect which a courageous man, 
even though selfish and arrogant, may com- 
mand from his opponents: On this account 
he is less formidable now than he was when 
he declared open war apon the Hayes Ad- 
winistration, and in the same pro- 
portion he is less likely to have 
his way. Moreover, his. tactics in the 


present case have been directed against 
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general public as well as the Administration. 
In order to prevent the confirmation of a 
Single person who is obnoxious to him de- 
cause that person will not serve him, he has 
blocked the way to the confirmation of sev- 
eral hundred other persons. He has clogged 
the wheels of Government, subjected the 
Civil Service to the danger of disorganiza- 
tion, reduced the Supreme Court almost to 
impotency, and exposed the beovle to losses 
by embezzlement and defaication after official 
bonds have expired,—all for the purpose of 
defeating asingle nomination. And he has 
done this in a sneaking, hypocritical way 
that is worthy of contempt as well as con- 
dewnation. It is time that this new phase of 
Conklingism should be snuffed out.

There must bea 
solid basis of material growth for the super- 
structure of elegance, luxury, refinement, 
and culture,—these manifestations of the de- 
velopment of the fine arts which enabie 
nations to dazzie mankind with tri- 
umphs in letters, the sciences, and ar- 
chitecture. And in the strife for suprein- 
acy the maintenance of these triumphs 
depends also upon labor. Hence the real 
flower of every population is its labor class. 
All other classes depend upon it, and all 
national triumphs draw their support trom 
it. It follows, then, that a drain upon the 
labor class of a nation is a drain upon its 
most vital resource. If the drain is con- 
tinuous the foundations of national prosper- 
ity are being weakened, sapped,—slowly per- 
haps, but surely. The nation that parts an- 
nually with a small percentage even of its 
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it loses some of its vigor, some of its pro- 
ductive power, and this loss is not supplied. 
And the nation that receives these einigrants 
guins what the other navon loses, and in- 
evitably becomes its superior in vigor and 
productive power. The one nation declines 
in prosperity; the other advances. True, the 
emigrant who pushes 4 trum the shores of 
the fatherland has but a few dollars, or a few 
hundred dollars, in his pocket. He takes 
wich him none of the luxuries of 
the people, none of the splendur of the 
nation he leaves, and perhaps scarcely any- 
thing of its refinement of life and manners. 
But his brawny arm has contributed to the 
support of luxury, of national splendor, and 
social ease and retinement, and as he steps 
aboard the packet ship and finds his humble 
place in the steerage he withdraws that sup- 
port forever. Napoleon the First plundered 
the conquered Capitals of Europe to beautify 
and enrich the art treasures of Paris. The 
art treasures of Berlin are as sure ultimately 
to follow the German ewigiants if they con- 
tinue to flee the country by thousands as 
the statues of Rome were to be dragged to 
Paris in the rear of the linperial army of the 
modern Cesar. Labor alone renders art 
triumphs possible. It provides for immedi- 
aie, pressing wants; it is prudent and accu- 
mulates a surplus; it thi:sts for education; 
it discovers a love for the beautiful; it seeks 
to dignify and adorn itself; it patronizes art 
studies: it draws to itself the art treasures 
of the world. The German, or Eusglish, 
or Norwegian, or Scandinavian immigrant 
who lands ia New York brings with 
him nelther pictures nor statues.— 
nothing, in fact, beyond a few gold 
coins, which to a _ superficial observer 
would seem to render the cyuntry whence 
he comes poorer, or the country where he 
makes a home richer, But in very deed he 
has deprived the fatherland of a part of the 
toundation of all its prosperity, not only 
material but intellectual, for intellectual 
growth depends in a large measure upon 
material growth, and by just so much is the 
adopted country enriched. The great tide 
of emigration—always in one direction—to- 
wards these shores shows the growing intel- 
ligence of certain peoples. The immigrants 
come from the best populations of Europe,— 
German, English, Norwegian, Scandinavian. 
Turks do not come, neither do Spaniards. 
The countries which have liberalized their 
Governments are losing most of their 
pecple. Half measures no longer serve; 
there is more and more disgust of Kingship 
by divine right. An inch being given an ell 
is demanded, and the ell being refuses the 
indignant *“*subject” packs his trunk and 
bids adieu to the fatherland. The sigunifi- 
cance of this vast exodus from the countries 
of the Old World cannot be overestimated. 
It isa peaceful revolution, which promises 
to concentrate in one country and one nation 
all the virile force of mankind. 
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THE TüAEKU-dRECIAN HITCH. 

The Turko-Giecian question seems to have 
reached another hitch. The Greeks are dis- 
satisfied because they want some guarantee 
from the Powers that ‘Turkey will deliver the 

Tritory settled upon, and, furthermore, 

ye assurance that their countrymen in 

ther parts of the Turkish Empire will be 
protected. The Turks, on the other hand, 
profess dissatisfaction because Greece gives 
no assurance that she will be contented with 
this territory and will not use her exteuded 
frontier as a new base of hostility and en- 
croachment upon her. The sore spot with 
Greece appears to be the loss of Janina and 
the portion of Epirus they expected to get, 
butit certainly is a compensation that they 
get more of Thessaly than they expected, 
and allof it in reality that is worth having. 
The Constantinople correspondent of the 
London Times,in a recent letter to that 
paper, drew a contrast between Thessaly and 
Epirus, which ts interesting in this connec- 
tion. He says: 

Thessaly muy be roughly described as a great 
fertile plain surround d by mountains, and hav- 
ing necess to the sea by two vutiets, the one be- 
ing the celebrated Vale of Tempe, and thé other 
the magnificent Harbor of Volto. Epirus, on 
the other band, is a country of irregular mount- 
uin chains and narrow valleys, that cannot 
boast of much tertil.ty. Heuce the one province 
is essentinily agricultural and the other pastoral. 
In Tuessalx, it is true, there are iminense flocks 
most of which come down from the Albaniaf 
and Macedonian bigbiands, but the extensive 
pusturages which supply these tiocks with their 
winter tvod are for the most part not yet devoted 
to agricultural purposes, mph because there 
is a deticiency of — population. and 
they will doubtiess at no very distant date. when 
the peasant popuiation becomes denser, be 
profitably used for raising grain. In Epirus, on 
the contrary, the amount of fertile arable land 
is very small in proportion to the amount of land 
which is utterly barren, or fitted merely for 
feeding sbeep and goats. The population of the 
two provinces differs as widely as the geograpb- 
ical conformation. In Thessaly the populauon 
is chietiy Christian. being com pused of Greeks 
and semi-Heilenized Viacks, with a consider- 
able nuwber of Mohammedan Turks in the larger 
towns, and @ sprinkling of Turkish villages 
around the southwestern slopes of Olympus. 
In Epirus the inhabitants are mostiy of Alban- 


lun rece, and a la tion . 
Mobammedans. „ of them are 


in acquiring Thessaly they get a rich coun- 
try, almost exclusively inhabited by Greeks, 
and a territory which Turkey can hand over 
without a war, for she could not deliver any 
considerable part of Epirus without coercing 
the Albanians. The compromise made by 
the Powers appears to have been as fair as 
any they could have decided upon, and if 
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it is evident that she will do so without any 
sympathy from the Powers, in which ease 
she may lose all that has already been prom- 
ised her. Every motiveof prudence, it would 
seem, should suggest to Greece that she has 
nothing to gain by war, and that she had bet- 
ter take a part of What was offered her than 
to lose everything in a war in which she 
would be speedily overwhelmed by Turkey. 

The London Spectator of the 16th, just 
come to hand, makes these observations on 
the question at issue: 


It is not vet known how the Greeks will ro- 
ceive the decision. There is fear (bat the army 
may break out, and that the King will be de- 
throned. The army, bowever, may be employed 
in part in occupying T ly and the ceded 
fraction of Epirus, and the King is much 72 
tected by the Greek belief that bis personai re- 
lationships with London and St. Petersburg will 
bring to Greece some advautage. It is possib! 
therefore, that the Greeks will be contente 
with the fall of M. Coumoundouros, who bas 
not displayed either much diplomatic ability or 
much political courage. Had the Greek Gov- 
ernment had the nerve to demand a settlement 
within a week, and then crossed the fruntier, 
the European étatesmen, alarmed for peace, 
would have acted with much more energy. Ae 
it was, they did not belheve that the Greeks 
would tigbt, and so suggested a compromise that 
leaves everytb.ug unsettied. The true misfort- 
unes of Greece are that she bas no Cavour, no 
man whom the country completely trusts, and 
who can, therefore, take a sudden resolution; 
and no thoroughly disciplined nucleus for an 
army. With 16,000 first-class troops, she might 
bave insisted on the decision of Berlin, oceupied 
Epirus, and called all Greeks to arws. 


THE DESTRUCTION OF OUR PINE FORESTS. 

An exchange publishes a letter upon the 
destruction of our pine forests which con- 
tains sume very significant figures. It as- 
serts that during the season just closed more 
than six billions (6,279,950,000) of feet of lum- 
ber have been felled in Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, and Minnesota. It is estimated that the 
logging this summer will swell this amount 
to seven and a half billions of (7,420,950,000) 
feet. As the census agents report that the 
whole quantity of pine timber standing in 
these three States is but eighty-one and a 
half billions (81,650,000,000) of feet, a simple 
sum in division will show that the supply 
will only last twelve years, if the pres- 
ent rate of destruction is kept up, 
and there is no way of supplying 
the loss, since once the pine is cut off a 
growth of hard wood follows, which is 
not only slow of growth and of the scrub 
variety, but is practically useless for bullding 
purposes. The Maine pineries are also com- 
paratively exhausted, lumbering operations 
now being confined to spruce. Michigan 
lumber has even been shipped to Bangor, 
indicating that the home supply is giving 
out. In considering the subject, the New 
York Tribune thinks that the danger of a 
iumber famine is not so serious as might at 
first be thought, since the extensive pineries 
in Southern Georgia, Alabama, Texas, and 
Northern Florida have Hardly been touched, 
nor of Oregon and Washington. It also adds 
that “Some allowance must be made, too, 
for the growth of the young trees in the 
Northwestern pineries from which the large 
timber has been removed and where the soll 
is too poor to be converted into farms,” On 
this point, however, the Tribune is in error, 
as we have already shown, for the land once 
cleared of pine does not grew pine again, but 
hard wood and worthless shrubs, so that no 
allowance can be made for reproduction. 
Nor do we Imagine that much reliance is to 
be placed upon Southern pineries beyond the 
demands of home consumption. The princi- 
pal saving will rather.be found in this: that 
when lumber becomes so scarce that prices 
run up very high, lumber will larzely cease 
to be used, and stone, brick, and iron will take 
its place for building purposes. Indeed, they 
are doing so already. Our farmers, espe- 
cially those who are forehanded, are using 
brick in building, and iron enters into con- 
struction, in cities especially, very largely, 
not only in ornamentation, but in the more 
useful and substantial details of structures. 
Immense quantities of pine have also been 
used hitherto in the construction of fencing, 
‘which lasts but a little tame, but now barbed 
wire is rapidly taking its place in fencing, 
with the exception of posts, and this will im- 
mensely relieve the present destruction of 
pive. Apart from this saving, farmers will 
derive great benefit from the substitution of 
other material because they will have more 
substantial and permanent homes than the 
present flimsy structures which aré so com- 
mon all over our Western prairies. The de- 
cadence of our forests therefore is not ah 
unmixed calamity if it will induce the use of 
other and more lasting material. Just as 
soun as lumber becomes so dear that it is im- 
possible to use it, there will be plenty of 
material that is cheaper and better and more 
lasting to use. 


SAFE-KEEPING OF 1HE CTY FONDS. 

A week or so ago Ald. Burley proposed in 
the Council an amendment to the revised 
ordinances which should require the City 
Treasurer to make a declaration in his 
monthly statement to the Controller as to 
where he keeps the city funds on depusit. 
Ald. Burley was formerly City Controller, 
and knows by experience that the omission 
to specify where the city funds are Kept pre- 
vents a verification of the monthly state- 
ments and offers an opportunity for fraud 
and defalcation. Ile believes that if Gage had 
been required to tell where his funds were, 
the false monthly statements he made under 
oath as to the amount of money he had sub- 
Nject to check or draft would have been ex- 
posed and the subsequent defalcation avert- 
ed. Ald. Burley told the Council all this, 
and yet his proposition was defeated oy the 
votes of sixteen Aldermen and the Mayor, 
who had the casting vote. 

Tue TRIBUNE has endeavored to ascer- 
tain the motives of the Democratic Alder- 
men and Mayor in voting down a measure so 
obviously designed to assure the safe-keep- 
ing of the city funds. The Mayor admits 
that he voted without much reflection, but 
now justifies his vote upon the flimsy theory 
that the proposed requirement would be in 
some manner a recognition of the fact that 
the City Treasurer draws interest on the pub- 
lic funds in violation of law, and that such 
recognition would release his bondsmen in 
case of a shortage. Ald. Sanders, Purcell. 
and others gave substantially the same 
sophistical reason for their votes. This will 
notdo. There was nothug said about in- 
terest in Ald. Burley’s proposition. The 
funds might be deposited in bank without 
drawing interest, as most deposits are. The 
great bulk of bank accounts draw no interest. 
They wight be put in bank upon special de- 
posit. They might not be in bank at all. 
But Ald. Burley simply wished to provide by 
law that the Mayor and Controller may be 
able to verify every month whether the 
Treasurer has the amount of money he claims 
to have by inquiry or investigation at the 
variqus places where he reports the funds to 
be kot. This was the proposition which the 
Dem@cratic Aldermen and the Mayor de- 
feated. 

The Mayor admits that it is a “ mere fic- 
tion“ that the city balances are actually in 
the hand» of the City Treasurer or in a vault 
in his office. He might have added that it is 
notorious that the city funds are distributed 
among the banks as a rule. Gage claimed 
that the noney with which he was charged 
was sv distributed, but the fact that he 
was not required by law to specif) 
where and in what amounts the funds 
were deposited enabied him to conceal the 
personal use thereof in other matters. It is 
puerile for the Mayor to maintain that the 
city would recognize and condone a violation 
ot law in the matter of interest by merely 
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is kept and to count it once a month. The 
Treasurer’s bondsmen, so far from seeking 
to escape their responsibility on this account, 
which they could not anyway, would be 
very glad for their own protection if the re- 
ports were verified once a month by the 
Mayor and Controller, or any other persons 
not interested in concealing any misuse 
thereof. 

We are inclined to think that Lawler was 
the only one of the Democratic Aldermen 
who gave his true reason for voting against 
Ald. Burley's proposition. He is reported as 
having answered as follows: 


I voted against it because ſt was a Republican 
measure. was a Republican once myself— 
when i held otfice. I opposed it because I saw 
no money in it. There is never any money for 
an Alderman ina Republican scheme. | uever 

ve the thing a thought outside of that. Bur- 
ey has beeu blow! nis burn so much in tne 
Council that I think he ought to be sat down on. 
That's all I know. You can write anything else 
about me you d—— please, 


We have no doubt that Lawler told the 
truth in this case as to some of the motives 
that actuated the Democratic Aldermen, if 
he has been accurately reported. At all 
events the answer has a striking verisimili- 
tude. Asarule it is enough for Democratic 
Aldermen to know that a measure is of Re- 
publican origin to induce them to vote 
against it, and when they find “ there is no 
money in it,” then their negative votes are 
assured. There is a frankness about Law- 
ler's Democracy which is exceptional and 
rather retreshing. 

It is hinted about the City-Hall, however, 
that there are other reasons why some of the 
Aldermen are opposed to a public montuly 
statement as to where the city funds are dis- 
tributed. It is intimated that the City Treas- 
urer is asked once in a while to advance 
some money to an Alderman and to carry a 
“ticket ’’ as cash. It would not be alto- 
gether agreeable to any Alderman who 
blackmails a City Treasurer in this way to 
have that officer publicly specify that a cer- 
tain portion of the city funds had been de- 
posited with certain Aldermen or held against 
their check for the same. Investigation in 
such case might show that there were “ no 
funds” to the credit of the person making 
the ticket.”” At all events, there has not 
yet been a sufficient explanation for voting 
down Ald. Burley’s proposition, and in the 
meantime the opportunities for concealing 
the misapplication of city funds are as ample 
now as they were in Gage’s time. 
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England Said to France: Go Ahead and 
Swailouw Tunis. 

France moves steadily forward in the work 
of swallowing Tunis, Her army bas entered the 
territory of that country. Italy isina state of 
excitement about it. England is cynical, but 
makes no open opposition. The London Times 
says: 

The professed exponents of public opinion in 
France ure eutirely in the wrong io their aseump- 
tion that this country is watehfully jealous of 
French policy upon the African sbores of the 
Mediterranean. English interests in Egypt are 
well detined. and must be sufeguarded at any 
cost; but from Tripoli to Morocco this country 
has no special coscern, apart from general con- 
siderations of international policy in the polit- 
ical destiny of those regions. It is, however, to 
be observed that a singular attempt bad been 
made in Paris to commit the British Govern- 
meut toa particular line of conduct with re- 
apect to the possible occupation of Tunis by the 
French before the occasion arose for actual 
hostilities. Some time ago, when there was uo 
appurent probability of an expedition for 
ihe punishment of the Kroumir raiders. it 
was tuted that Lord Salisbury bad given M. 
Waddingion assurances during the negotiauons 
ut Beflio in 183 tend to encourage the 
French in dealing at their pleasure with Tunis. 
These statements have been immediately fol- 
lowed by the announcement that the insolence 
of the Kroumir hus become intolerable, and 
that in putting an end to their outrages it may 
be needful to reduce the Hegency of Tunis toa 
state of dependency upon France. The coinci- 
dence is too egresxiousiy opportune to be taken 
us Wholly the effect of chance. French public 
Opinion at the present moment is sometbing 
more than willing to support the Government 
in luying a heavy band upon Tunis. The lan- 
guage of M. Jules Ferry in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties yesterday strengthens the belief that 
strong measures are intended aud will be carried 
out, and the Ministeria! resolve will be streugth- 
ened by the large majority, 39 aguinst 131. 
which vov.ed for M. Paul Bert's resolution 
supporting the Government. The Minis- 
ter, of course, declared that the object 
of the movement of troops was siuply 
to chastise and curb raids which bad been 
ullowed too loug—in fact, for ten years buck-—to 
go unpunisbed. France, he protested, was not 
seeking conquests, but she would go as fur as 
was needtul to secure the future of Algeria.” 
This lust expression is sufficiently elastic to 
cover a very lurge area ot policy. The de‘ini- 
tion of the necessity rests with the French Gov- 
ernment, and in the present temperof the na- 
tion, especially if the Bey of Tunis sbouid act 
imprudently. it is searcely probable that France 
will be left without 4 plausible occasion fur re- 
ducing the Regeucy to the condition of a con- 
quered province. 

There bas been much disputation as to what 
Lord Salisbury did eay to M. Waddington in re- 
gard to the willingness of Great Britain that 
France might annex Tunis if she made no oppu- 
sition to England annexing the large and impor- 
tant isiand of Cyprus. 

Salisbury now denies that he made such a 
proposition. Waddington, the French Miuister. 
deciares that he did. The London Times’ Paris 
correspundent appears to have talked with the 
principal parties ut the time, and he insists that 
a bargain of the kiud was made; but, as it was 
not reduced to writing, there is difficulty in 
proving it. He says: 

Aliusion was recently made in your columns to 
the conversations heid at Berlin between Lord 
Salisbury and W adding tuon,—cunversations 
now notorious, though nobody knows the exact 
bearing of them. I was posted up at the time in 
what passed, and I know that, despite the 
humorous form he had adopted, Prince Bismarck 
watched with interest those conversations. ‘he 
information given me was, however, confidential; 
it came from two sides, and was consequently 
sometimes contradictory; while there were then 
no proper reasons for raising a question at that 
moment inopportune and thereby wantonly in- 
creasing the irritation of the Irredentists. 
1 did not, therefore, attach special importance 
to these Tunis cunversations, and even 
thougbt they would remain at the platonic 
Stage which they appeured to occupy 
at Berlin. When, however, M. Waddington re- 
turned and repeated them to his colleagues it 
was deemed necessary to summarize and pre- 
serve tungible traces of thein. M. Waddinrton, 
therefore, drew up a kind of minute and sent it 
to the Marquis d' Harcourt, then French Awbas- 
sador at St. James’, with instructions to commu- 
uicate it to Lord Salisbury, that bé might 
acknowledge what had been submitted to hiw as 
the exact reproduction of what had been said. 
On a tres overture by the Marquis d'Harcourt, 
Lord Salisbury replhed on the 7th of August, 
in78, by a dispatch to Lord Lyons, which was 
commun cated by the latter to M. Waddington. 
ois coufidential dispatch of Lord Salisbury to 
Lord Lyons, dated Aug. 7, 1878 which wus 
communicated by the latter to M. Waddington, 
was as follows 

Without being able to voueh for the exact ex- 
pressions | used, and of which I have preserved no 
wriuen trace, I nevertheless acknowledge the cur- 
rectness of M. Waddingtun’s recoilecduns as rezards 
the conversations we had during the Congress con- 
cerning the Tunis quesvon, and the interests Franco 
may possess Or Huve in view. Witouut dwelling on 
the terms or shades of expression which cannot alter 
the basis of the question ur the opinion one may have 
of it, it is more contormabdie to what is asked of me 
o set forth seminarily the views of the British Goy- 
ernment re ative to the action of France in Tunis. 
england bas in those puris no Ctal interests which 
can in any way lead her to view with distrust the 
iegtiimace and increasing intluence of France, an in- 
fluence springing from the possession by france of 
Algeria, from the considerable military forces she 
there mainiins, and from the work of civilization 
she isaccompiishing oo the African Continent, to the 
deep admiration of her Majesty's Government. 
ven the fall of the Key's Government, were it to 
come about, woud in no way change the at iiude of 
England. who bas no interests uf her own there, and 
who would in that case do noching to disturb the 
harmony existing between the two countries. 

It will be noticed that Sulisbury omits all ref- 
erence to the quid pro quo of Cyprus, because 
it would not look well on paper, and it would be 
an awkward thing to explain. Commentung on 
the above, the Loudon Times remarks: 


The accord betw France and the Bea - 
fleid Cabinet, it will be seen, Was real and — 
Live; the declarations attributed to Lord Salis 
bury are aumentie. and cannot have been 
promptly denied in reply to the lialian Siguor 
Lairol 8 Categurical questions in 1878; the Brit- 
isu Government cannot have declared that En- 
gland bad not given her adbesivn to the oecipa- 
on of Tunis, seeing that she adhered unresery- 
ediy, nut only to aa coeupation, but to an over- 
throw of the Bey,—that is, to a compiete annexu- 
uon. which hus never entered the mind of the 
Freoach Government (7). Lastly, it is impossible 
tbat the British Ambassador can huve toſd Signor 
Catroli, of Italy. that Lord Salisbury had strong- 
ly denied the engagements attributed to hin. 
it will be seen that the Engiish and Italian in- 
\erests in Tunis have nothing in common, and 
that no accord can Have been effected on the 
subject between the two Cabivets. Successive 
Cab.nets in England may ditfer as to the meuns, 
but not as to tho great principles of tureigu pe- 
AA Boe their rs’ en- 
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A Few days ago the cable brought the 
news that four former servants of the dead 
Sultan Abdul Aziz had been arrested on their 
confession of baving murdered their aster Dy 
strangulation. At the some time they opened 
several of his veins, thereby creating a general 
belief that he committed suicide. A later cable- 
gram, dated Constantinople, April 2%, says that 
Mahmoud Damad Pasha,’ Minister of War, and 
Noury Pasba. Marsual of the Palace during the 
reign Of Sultan Murad, are also under arrest on 
suspicion of being implicated in the murder of 
Abdul Aziz. During the night of the Sist of May, 
1876, Sultan Abdul Aziz was dethroned and held 
ascaptive in the Palace Dolmabagdsehe. The 
Sultan intended to make certaiu concessions to 
Russia, in order to avoid war. The war party. 
under the leadership of Midhat Pasha and 
Rustem Pasha, opposed his plans. hence 
the detbruoement. A few weeks later it was 
announced to the world that the Sultan 
bad committed suicide by open:ug several of nis 
veins with a pair of scissors. Sultan Murad was 
proclaimed to be Abdul's Successor. He was 
also dethroned, because of alleged insanity. 
Immediately after his ascension to the throne, 
Murad ordered a sort of inquest to be beld over 
the body of the dead Sultan. He seemed to be 
determined to wash his hands in innocence, if 
the world should insist in disbelieving the story 
of Abdul's manner of death. All the physicians 
of the foreign Legations were invited to be 
present. During this inquest the subjects of 
the Ottoman Porte and the restof the world 
learned for the first time that the Sultan bad 
been a passionate scissors- grinder, as Louis XVI. 
of France was passionately fond of locksmith- 
ing. This fact wus testified to by several serv- 
ants of the deceased, who are probably the same 
fellows now under arrest. They also said that 
the Sultan shurpened the scissors himself a 
tew hours before ne made use of them in the 
manner already indicated. The physiciaus pres- 
ent examined the corpse and readered a verdict 
of suicide. But there was one pbysiciua in Con- 
stantinople also present at the inquest who did 
not believe in the verdict of his medical col- 
leagues. The Austrian Dr. Hammerstein, or 
Abdullah Bey, as he was culied in Turkish, was 
the Sultan's body*>pbhysician. He stated piainiy 
that he did not believe in the suicide story for 
the following reasons: (1) He was not calited 
upon by the servanis who found the body of the 
Sultan (he being bis body-phys:cian and civse at 
hand at the time), but a French doctor was sum- 
moned. (2) Sultan Abdul Aziz was too great a 
coward to commit suicide, Ashorttimeafter Dr. 
Hammerstein hud made this statemet his corpse 
was found one morning in the streets. No cause 
could be assigned for the murder, and who per-

Panis, April 28—1 a. m.—Additional de-

BRADLAUGH’S CASE. 

To the Western Associated Press, 

Lonpon, April 27.—The House of Com- 
mons adjourned last night to give time for 
cool reflection on the course to be pursued in 
Mr. Bradlaugh's case. Mr. Gladstone per- 
sistently refused to intervene to give effect 
to the motion of Northcote, which was 
adopted, that Bradlaugh be not permitted to 
take the oath. Mr. Gladstone would, he de- 
clared, take no step until he thought it could 
be taken with advantage. 

TO-DAY 
the House of Commons was crowded. Mr. 
Bradlaugh presented himself at the Speak- 
er’s table and claimed the right to take the 
oath. He wascalled upon by the Speaker to 
withdraw, and was regpoved to the bar by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Mr. Labouchere asked Mr. Gladstone 
whether it would facilitate his Oath bill if 
Mr. Bradlaugh meanwhile remained out- 
side. 

Mr. Gladstone declared that the urgeucy 
of the Land bill prevented him from offering 
facilities. 

Mr. Labouchere moved the adjournment of 
the House in order to elicita promise from 
the Opposition not to obstruct his Oath bill. 
Mr. Bradlaugh, he said, would engage not to 
present himself at the Speaker's table 
while the bill was progressing, and no mem- 
ber on the Liberal side would avail himself 
of the right to raise the matter as a question 
of privilege, as he could else do daily.

Racine, Wis., April 27.—About June, 1878, 
Albert A. Geppert began work at the J. I. Case 
plow factory. He bad a cultivator that the 
Company was making for bim,but which turned 
out to be of no account. Last summer H. C. 
Sta ver received information that Geppert had 
stolen some tools from the sbops. He was at 
once spoken to in regard to it, but said that he 
did take a few child's tools that would be of no 
account, He was repriminded at the time and 
allowed to remain in the employ of the Company. 
Last night, as the house was searched for the 
son that escaped from theo Waukesba 
Reform Schvol,alotof heavy boxes were dis- 
covered in the woodshed. Nothing was said to 
bim at the time, but plow-factory officers 
were notified this morning of several articies 
unboxed which looked asif they might have 
come from there. About 10 o'clock Officers Don- 
ald, Milis, Anderson, Christianson, and the Con- 
stable from Waukesha went to the house, armed 
with a search-wurrant, and went through ft. 
The wife said that he was down-town, and the 
officers went at once after bim. H.C. Staver 
and John Laugblin, of the plow-factory, then 
came and took a look at the contents ot the 
shed. The first articles that were brought 
to light were a few sulky-plow wheels. 
Then a number of boxes were opened and re- 
veaied a lot of plowsbares, iron nails, screws, 
plow-beams, ete. Plows in d.fferent stages of 
completion were the principalurticies. As each 
new box was opened r. Staver and Mr. 
Laugbiin would express their surprise. ‘Tuking 
the whole lot into consideration, there must be 
ut least $2,000 worth of goods. The following 
isa list of the goods as near as could be ob- 
tained: Fifteen iron beam plows complete, two 
sulky plows. three sulky cultivators, twenty 
boxes of steel shares. seven kegs of nuils. 
one box of whiffletrecs, numerous boxes 
of bur-steel, barrow teeth, cultivator 
teeth, ecrews, Loita, scrap steel, mie 
cellaneous iron castings, cur springs, ete., in 
nli muking nearly ten boxes carefully packed 
aud reudy forshipment. The gouds must huve 
been taken by piecemeal, aa, packed as they 
were, some of ibe boxes were so beavy that one 
man could sot handie them. Geppert was intend- 
ing to move West, as these articles were pucked 
in god shape for shipment. If he had suec- 
seeded in getting the goods out of town and to 
some Western town, be would bave been well 
tixned for u good business, At the present writ- 
ing the man has not been caught. but he likely 
wil be before this goes to press. Chief Milis 
went to Milwaukee on the noon train in search 
ofthe culprit. Geppert was last seen a few 
minutes before li o'clock 
Frank Wright's livery-stable, 
wis Working with his 
that time he bas kept him- 
self scarce. The Plow Company state 
that if Geppert will deliver himself, return the 
stolen goods, etc., they will make no prosecu- 
tion. He is undoubtedly in the city now, and 
his better course will be to,;snrrender at once. 
As an important witoess, should Geppert come 
to trial, a brother of Mrs. G. s has been placed 
in the officers’ charge.

APPORTIONMENT. 
WHAT ARE THEY GOING TO DO ABOUT IT?

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 27.—Not much over 
fifty members attended the caucus. Even the 
majority was not fully represented, while of the 
minority only Speaker Thomas, Collins of Cook, 
Wright of Du Page, and one or two others con- 
descended to attend. 

Wright, of Boone, was called to the chair, and 
that grim old warrior, Uuderwood, of Pike, 
moved that me caucus stand by the resolu tion. 

This brought Thomas and Collins to their feet 
with a counter-motion. In the course of their 
remarks they endeavored to convince the cau- 
cus that the apportioners were clear off’ in 
bringing up the resolution when there were only 
sixty-nine Republicans present, and held out 
to them the flattering promise that, if they 
would only withdraw the resolution, or vote 
against it, or dispose of it in some way, they (the 
obstructionists) would turn in and help them 
out with another providing ior Senatorial ap- 
portionment at this session. These remarks evi- 
dently 

DIDN’T SET VERY COMFORTABLY 
on the apportioners. One of them—Erwin, from 
Williamson, backed by Morris, of Hardin—got 
got up and as much as accused the Speaker of 
letting members go home on all sorts of excuses 
for the definit purpose, as he intimated, 
of breaking the quorum and pre- 
venting action on che apportionment 
question. Warming up to bis work, Mr. Erwin 
informed the Speaker and his friends that there 
were nine Egyptians on the Republican side, 
dyed in the wool and hailing from way back,“ 
who would jump on every appropriation bill 
that came up unless the resolution was adopted.

“BOYCOTTED.” 


The Land League of Dayton, O., “ Boy- 


cott“ Gen. Patrick, of the Soldiers™ 


Home, for Refusing to Let Redpath 

Lecture at That Institution. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Dayton, O., April 27.—New interest hus arisen 
in this city respecting the fight between the 
Irish Land League and Gen. Patrick, of the 
Soldiers’ Home. Several weeks ago Gen. 
Patrick refused to permit Redpath to lecture at 
the Home on Irish grievances, and the indigna- 
tion of the Irish and at the Home was very 
great. Gen. Patrick refused to give the League 
any satisfaction or to answer their letters ask- 
ing au explanation. The Dayton branch of the 
League then issued a public address censuring 
him, and the address was sent to all parts of the 
United States. This evening the following circu- 
lar was secretly issued and distributed about 
the Home, declaring Gen. Patrick * boycotted” : 

Notice—In consequence of the tyrannical, un- 
American action of Gov. Patrick refusing Mr. 
Redpath permission to address the Irish citizen- 
soldiers of the Home on wrongs and grievances 
of their countrymen in Ireland. it is hereby or- 
dered that Gov. Patrick be declared “ boycot- 
ted,”’ and all Irishmen are forbidden to have 
dealings with the Home stores, restaurant, or 
theatre tilt further notice. Irisomen of the 
Home and Dayton, fail not to obev this order. 
By order of the Secret Grand Council. Sie 
Semper Tyrannis.” 

It is alleged in support of Gov. Patrick's re- 
fusal to permit Redpath to lecture that permis- 
sion was not asked in proper form for all such 
requests. But he based his retusal on the ground 
that the Soldiers’ Home is a National insti- 
tution, and the Nation being at peace 
with Engiand no agitauon could be 

ermitted by him on any question. Many of the 
vest class of citizens sustain him in his action, 
but the largest part of the community, especial- 
ly the Irish, denounce it bitterly and demand his 
removal from the institution. This is believed 
to be the first instance of “ boycotting” in the 
United States, and ia thought to come directly 
from the headquarters of the National Irish Land 
League, with whom the Dayton brauch have 
been in correspondence on this subject.

PRESBYTERIAN MISSIONS. 
THE TENTH ANNUAL MEETING 

of the Womau's Presbyterian Board of Missions of 
the Northwest was opened yesterday morning in 
the Third Presbyterian Church,cornerof Asbland 
and Ogden avenues. The interior of the church 
was handsomely decorated. Above the chancel 
was the motto: Hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us.“ The dates * 1871-1881" were to the left and 
right of the platform, and they were flanked by 
the mottoes, Ask of Me and I shall give thee 
the heathen for thine inheritance," and “O 
sing unto the Lord a new song, for He hath 
done marvelous things.” Hanging baskets 
of flowers depended from ithe = gailer- 
les. and surrounding the platform 
were hure roses and pots of flowers and plants 
sent from Humboldt Park. The church was 
completely filled with ladies, both delegates and 
visitors, and the scene was a very pretty one. 

The meeting was called to order by the Prest- 
dent, Mre. A. H. Hoge, of Chicago. The bymn, 
Joy to the World,” was sung. a prayer and in- 
vocation was offered, and Mrs. Brown read an 
appropriate Scriptural passage. Mrs. Roca of- 
fred prayer, and Mrs. Herrick Johnson con- 
ducted the singing of an original byma of wel- 
come and response.

MISSIONARY RETROSPECT. 

Mrs. Judge Williams, of Chicago, read the 
** Missionary Retrospect.“ The lady showed the 
ndvace in wissionary work made during the last 
few years, and followed its prowress from the 
opening of the Christian era to the 
present time. First it had been re- 
stricted and tied down by prejudice, but 
it bad guaduaily broadened, despite 
the disadvantages put upon it, until it was at 
present a powerful institution, recognized and 
supported in every country on the globe. A 
nations were at peace, the railroad and the tel- 
graph had annihilated space, and mission work 
had grown accordingly. At the beginning of the 
present century there were but seven foreign 
PPotestant missionary societies, but at the pres- 
unt time there are seventy such societies in 
America and Europe aione, besides many self- 
supporting societies in heathen lands. The 
number of male missionaries at the beginning 
of the century was but 170, of which 100 were 
Moravians, Now there were 2,400 ordained 
European and Awwerican inissionurics 
at work in foreign lands, with 
23,000 native assistants, who did work as Sunday- 
school teacbers, colporteurs, and Bible readers. 
There were ulso 7,506 unpaid workers sent out to 
foreign lands by the Wesleyans. At the begin- 
uing of the century.there were but 50,000 beath- 
en converts, while uw there were vot less than 
1,650,000, In 1878 ulone the recorded conversions 
were equal to more than all the conversions ef- 
fected prior to 1800. The contributions to for- 
cign missions at the beginning of the century 
amounted to only $250,000 per annum; but at 
the present time the annual contributions 
amounted to over $6,000,000. At present there 
were 1,200 foreign missionary schouis, witb an at- 
tendance of 400,000 pupils, while at the beginning 
of the century there were but seventy schools. 
Missionaries had conquered the cannibals of 
Polynesia and the savages of the Fiji Islands. 


and churches, Since the year 1843 the increase of 

converts in Ching, Burmah, Southern India, and 

the South Seas bud been 2,000 fold. In the year 
1865 there wus but one convert in Japan, while 

now there were at least 1,800. In one year 84,000 

ce of the Scripture had been sold in foreign 
ands. 

The lady then said that durmg the past year 
the incmbershipof the Presbyterian Chureb in 
lilinois had decreased, but the interest in foreign 
missions had increased. at the 
conversions r souls from a commercial 
point of view, the cost of converting a 
Gospel hardened sinner had averaged $1,900 dur- 
ing the year, whije the cost of converting a 
heatben had averaged but about $375. The in- 
crease of converts to Christianity in heathen 
und Mohummedan countries during the past 
eighty yeurs had been thirty-three-fold. If the 
same rates of increase were to be continued 
during the next 280 years, the number of con- 
verts in foreign lands would reach 50,000,000 in 
the year 1080. and iu the year 20440 more than 
1,650,000,000. Who said that the conversion of 
the whole world to Christ was impossible?

‘he Rev. Mr. Duniap, a missionary from Siam, 
then delivered an address to the children on the 
„People of Siam and Their Customs.“ Siam, he 
said, was called “the land of the White Ele- 
phunt.“ because of the peculiar veneration the 
people of the country had for that unimal. The 
population was 8,000,000. There were two sea- 
sons,—the wet and thej dry each lasting six 
mouths, and the water used during the dry sea- 
son was collected during the wet season and 
kept in earthenware jugs until wanted. The 
country had never seen a frost, and when an 
English Ambassador told the King of Siam 
that the rivers in Earlan became 
hardened in cold weather, the Ki 
wished England would senda truthfu 
bis court, us he did not believe the story. The 
Government was at present a bi-regal one, there 
being two Kings. The name of the first one was 
as long as one’s arm, while the second one bore 
the name of George Washington, his u- 
ther having bad such a reverence for the father 
of our country. ‘The court system was a very 
corrupt one, and the parable of the unjust Judge 
and the widow would be a good example of a 
Siamese trial. Confessions were extorted by all 
sorts of tortures, and the hands of counterfeit- 
ers were cut off. All war captives and their 
descendants were siaves. It a man borrowed 
money he gave his wife or children for security 
for its payment, and it be fuiled to pay they 
were sold into siavery to satisfy the creditor. 
Thousands of the Siamese run in debt through 
gambling. and they sold their families to pay 
what they owed. Bankok, the * of 
country, was the largest city in Indo-China, 
being larger than Chica and it was called “the 
Venice of the East,“ as its streets were a net- 
work of rivers and canals. Trade was carried on 
in native boats, and 200,000 lived in floating 
houses which were movored along the river 
banks for eight miles. The costume of the people 
consisted of a straight piece of cloth, 
about three yards long, and, with a twist 
and a tuck, one was dressed. There were forty- 
four letters in the Siamese alfabet, and many 
familiar English hymus were translated into it. 
The country had no system of education, and 
the girls were not thought worthy of notice. 


| Buddhism and idolatry were the religions pro- 


fessed, and at Bankok there was the largest idol 
in the world. It was 183 feet long. There was no 
home-life in Siam. and vo word in the langua 
which meant home. The children were taught 
to curse and swear by their parents, and the sale 
of children was a common thing. The speaker 
closed his remarks with a few anecdotes about 
the Stamese. 

The Rev. A. E. Kittredge followed with a few 
general remarks to the children, and, after sing- 
ing and prayer, the meeting adjourned until 9 
o'clock this morning.

ON TO MEXICO. 

GALVESTON, April T. — The steamer Aransas 
has arrived from Corpus Christi. and brings Gen.

THE TRUNK LINES. 


New Tonk. Apri! 27.— The joint Executive. 


Com mittee of the trunk lines referred the sub- 
ject of east-bound freight to a sub-committee, 
which will report te-morrow, and final action 
will be taken. The action of the Chicago Bourd 
of Trade created much discussion and com- 
ment, and several gentiemen present expressed 
a belief that it must influence materially 
the action of the Committee in rais- 
ing rates under the pooling arrangement. 

Commissioner Fink said the business for 
which te Committee was cailed together had 
not been finished, and that the utmost harmony 
had prevailed among the members of the Com- 
mittee. When asked if there bad been any dis- 
cussion about east-bound freight rates, he de- 
ola rod there was no need of discussing them, for 
they were strictly maintained. Members of the 
Committee present throughout the meeting, 
however, said to Tus TRIBUNE reporter that the 
meeting was a stormy one. They said there was 


a great deal of plain talk, which some of them 


believed would be bencilcial to the stability of 
the pool. Others expressed the opinion, how- 
ever, that the meeting to-day would be the 
occasion of still more heated discussions. It 
appears that there hus been a serious disturb- 
auce in-west-bound freight rates. The propeller 
companies have entered upon the contract sys- 
tem, and have made contracts for freight from 
New York to Chicago at rates as low as 15 cents 
ver ibo pounds. One member of the Committee 
deciared that contracts have been made as 
low us 12% cents. The discussion on the matter 
was divided between those who believed the bet- 
ter way was to maintain the present ratea and 
aliow the propeller companies to do business. 
The agreement was made afterward by the 
Comm, ttees by which the roads west of Buffalo 
should charge on the five lowest ciusses 
of treight 40, . 25, 17%. and 15 cents; on goods 
rece: ved from canal and propeller lines in some 
Classes, W. 25, 15, 12%, und W cents. The rail- 
rds agree to charge their proportion of all- 
rail rates on these good The Committee wiil 
report this agreement at the meeting to-day. 
in regard to east- bound freight rates it is under- 
stood muny of the members of the Committee 
favor a reduction trum the present Chicago 
basis of 30 cents on eighth-class. There is a 
considerable difference of op.nion about the 
utuount ot reduction which they think saould 
The members of the Committee de- 
clared that the present schedule rates wore ex- 
ceedimgly unstable.

THE SOUTH PARK. 


GAS ON MICHIGAN AVENUE. 

The South Park Board met yesterday, all the 
members being present; also, Mr. Foster, the 
Chief Engineer. 

Mr. Watkios, of the South Side Gas Company, 
appeared before the Board, and stated the Com- 
pany was prepared to put the eus-pipes 0a Mich- 
igan avenue in perfect repair and make the 
necessary connections with the street-lamps, 
the latter to be furuisbed by the Board. He ad- 
vised an inch instead of a half-inch gas-pipe to 
the sidewalk. He thought a distance of 175 feet 
between the lamp- posts was too much, and rec- 
ommended that they be set once in 100 feet, 
thus making the distance between ligbts—taki 
both sides the street—filty feet. It was invende: 
for an elegant boulevard, and should be amply 
lighted. e also thought the water- pipes should 
be not less than five feet under the surface to 
protect them from frost. He hoped the Board 
would notify bim when they were ready for the 
Gus Company to begin work, 

Mr. Callagban moved that the city be request- 
ed to relay tho water main on Michigan avenue 
from Lake Park place to Tuirty-ut tu street. at u 
depth of at least tive feet beneath the new un- 
ished surface; and that the minimum size of the 
pipe be eight inches internal diameter; also the 
same on Ihirty-ütth street from Michigan ave- 
nue to Grand boulevand. Carried. 

PARK IMPROVEMENTS. 

An approximate estimate of the cost of drain- 
ing Latuyette avenue as far south as built, and 
an intercepting drain to the west of the lake, 
and supplying a temporary outlet for the iake 
to Sixtieth street, was submitted by the General 
Superintendent. The total cost was $3,218. The 
Superintendent was instructed to proceed ac- 
cording to his estimates, and the Auditor and 
Secretary to solicit offers for pipes. 

A communication from the Lliinois Central 
Railroad, announcing that they were about 
to erect a bandsome passenger station at South 
Park, and asking the Board to assist in orna- 
menting the grounds, was referred to the Horti- 
cultural Committee, 

It was decided to sod the plats at the north 
end of the avenue as an experiment. 

„The Eowineer was authorized to consult with 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad in 
regard to changing the grade at Sixteenth street; 
also, to look after the grade at Twenty-second 
street. 

Messrs. Walsh, Callaghan, and Cornell were 
appointed to confer with Commissioner Waller 
in regard to the disposition of the catch+ basins, 
hydrants, and lamp-posts. Mr. Foster was add- 
— tne Committee to report at a special meet- 

ng. 

A motion was passed to ask the Council to sus- 
pend the $10 license fee for making sewer con- 
nections, the Commission having to construct 
the 167 catch- basins. 

Hitchcock, Dupee & Judah were elected at- 
torneys for the Board. 

The Committee on Horticulture reported 

against placing plants on exhibition in public 
fairs. Adopted. 
WORK ON THE MICHIGAN AVENUE IMPROVEMENT 
was commenced last Thursday at Lake Park 
piace, and will be pushed as fast as the weather 
permits. The old curbdstone is now being taken 
out and the new one set on the true line. In 
order to make it straight. the curb 
bas to be set back toward the lot line 
six feet in some places. It bas been found that 
much of the old curbstone which was thougbt 
to be good is so rotten Unat new stone hus to be 
substituted. The statement that the contractor 
was delivering poor stone was incorrect, and 
frrew out of the fact that the old curb was turn- 
ing out so poorly. The catch-basins are also 
being put in. A force of men is organizing, 
and it is intended to keep the setting of the curb 
and basins a littie ahead of the rest of the im- 
provements, so that a biock or two can be closed 
up for paving as the work proceeds. It has been 
decided to postpone the tree-planting till fall, as 
tho season is so late it is feared it cannot be 
done now with success. The South Park Board 
expects to have the whole work from Lake Park 
to Thirty-fifth street completed by Dec. I. Ali 
the contracts have been lot. 

The larger property-owners evince a disposi- 
tion to pay the whole assessment at once, instead 
of by one installment each year for four years 
at 6 per cent interest. Several of them have 
already paid the whole assessment, and the funds 
are not likely to be short. About 650,000 bas 
been collected. 

It is understood that Ald. Ballard hopes to 
bring the improvement down to Harmon court 
by inducing the property-owners epposit tne 
lake Front to pay the cost of improving the cast 
side of the avenue, and trusting to the city to re- 
imburse them in future.

NEW SCHEME OF DISHONEST CONDUCTORS. 

Mention was made in THE TRIBUNE some 
months ago of the discharge of several West 
Side car-conductors for using what was called 
the brother-in-law,’’—a machine with a bell- 
attachment,—by means of which they deceived 
passengers and robbed the Company.

A few conductors on the West Side lines 
ure using it, as ure some on the South Side ones, 
and those in the secret are pocketing in the ag- 
gregute somewhere in the neignborhood of 830 
aduy. The conductors, as is known, have on 
the front of their coats a machine for register- 
ing the number of cush passengers. Every one 
apparently rings the bell inside of it when he is 
banded a nickel. All really do ring a bell 
whenever — receive a farc, but it is not in all 
cases the bell which they should ring. The 
thieving conductors have underneath their couts 
bebind the register a piece of wood, shaped not 
unlike a waten-case. The inside is hollowed out, 
and contains au =tlttie dell with a 
stiſt rubber attuchment and a small 
rubber— string which extends just beyond 
the edge of the. coat. After taking 
a fare, tne dishonest conductor pulls the rubber 
string quickly. hiding the lower part of the reg- 
ister with nis hand, and asa bell rings a person 
looking at him would imagine that it 
was the right one. The fact that 
the South and West Side Companies are being 
robbed is well known to the otlicers, and as ail 
the dishonest men are being watched, and evi- 
dence of guilt obtained against them, it is proba- 
bie that there will be sume vacancies ou the first 
of next month. 
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FALSE WEIGHTS. 
DARM&#TATTER AND THE SCALES.

It was at length noticed by some of the at- 
tachés of the meat-market that Darmstatter 
when being weighed with the meat in bis arms 
invariably stood at the extreme outer end of the 
platform of the scales and that when his car- 
cass was being weixbed alone he invariabiy 
stood on the centre of the platform. 
An experiment was made, which showed that 
a weight placed at the outer end of the plat- 
form tipped the scales at a larger figure than 
when placed on the centre of the platform. Ac- 
cordingly, the next time that Mr. Darmstatter 
sold a hunk of meat at Mrs. White's, and after it 
had been weighed in the usual way, it was re- 
weighed alone and found to show a shortage of 
about thirty pounds. 

Darmstatter was promptly accused, and he 
be that no prosecuuon should be brought 
against bim, offering to give Mrs. White a ciean 
receipt for some money sbe was owing him— 
some $200 or $300—if she would pot expose him. 
This, at least, was the testimony of the prose- 
cution, and they had the identica: scules and 
half of a dead sheep right in court to explain 
how the artifice was perpetrated. The amount 
alleged to have been lost by Mrs. White in this 
way was over $1,000. Darmstatter made no

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STREET PAVEMENTS. 


SUPERINTENDENT LAKE’S VIEWS. 

A reporter had a talk with Superintendent 
Lake, of the West Division Railway Company, 
yesterday on the subject of street pavements, 
his opinion being worth something, as he has 
had considerable experience. 

“We have poor streets,“ said he, “and always 
will nave as long as we use wood for paving 
them. I believe the true policy—consulting the 
interests of both the property-owners and the 
public—is to put down granit blocks from curb 
to curb in the business portion of the city. Out- 
side of that district, on the streets used by 
the railroads, the space between the rails 
should be paved with stone,—bilocts of 
granit on either side of the rails and nicely- 
sorted bowlders in the ceutre, not more than six 
inches in depth nor four inches in diameter, to 
make a smooth surface. The blocks next the 
ruilsare necessary to preveot wagon wheels 
from cutting down and making ruts, which are 
hard to get out of. On some streets, where the 
people object to cobblestones or granit, the cen- 
tres could be filled with granit macadam.”’ 

* Why not use limestone?’ 

It wears out too fast, and becomes dust and 
dirt. Therefore | would use granit. Aud I in- 
tend this summer, if the Company permits me, 
to get some and crush it, and use it between our 
lines to see bow it will work.“ 

Lou are opposed to wood?” 

“Yes. But it is better at first on some streets 
in order to improve the foundation. On Lake 
street, for instance. It wouldn't do to use stone 
there at the start. After the wood is worn out, 
which will be in six or eight months—we may 
make it last until next year--the bed will be 
solid. and in good condition for stone.“ 

At this point Mr. Lake said he could add noth- 
ing new, as Mayor Harrison had covered the 
whole ground in the interview published in Wed- 
neaday'’s TRIBUNE. 

The reporter then asked him what his ideas 
were as to the utilization of 

THE WASHINGTON STREET TUNNEL, 
so as to relieve the bridges. 

* I think it feasibie,” he replied, “if there was 
a cable road on Washington street from Ogden 
avenue to Michigan avenue. Then haif the 
cars nowrunon Madison, Randolph, and other 
streets could be switched off and hauied over 
that line byadummy. A time table would be 
arranged so that the dummy would pick up cars 
at Ogden avenue and Haisted street going east 
or west and make upa train, the horses which 
brought cars bound east to the junctions — 
away those bound west. Little or no time wouk 
be lost iu makmg the change. With this cable 
road the people would be well accommodated, 
even in the morning and evening when the 
great rush overcrowds the cars.“ 

“Couldn't a cable be put in the tunnel simply, 
and the cars go rigut and ieft on Frauklin and 
Clinton streets?“ 

“Ob! yes; but there would bave to be borscs 
at both ends, and the delays would be great on 
account of the stoppage of cars, so that little 
or nothing would be gained over the present 
method of getting across the river.” 

A eable road on Washington street, especially 
on the West Side, is out ot the question, since 
the city has turned over the street west ot 

Halsted to the Park Commissioners tor boule- 
vurd purposes, and the Board would never con- 
sent to have tracks laid on it, 


THE LAND LEAGUE. 
PREPARING FOR THE STATE CONVENTION. 
The Illinois State Land-League Couvention 
will meet in Chicago Sunday, and to further the 
arrangements for that event the Central League 
held a meeting last night at Burke's Hotel, Mr. 
James Lyman in the chair. Dan O Leary, 
pedestrian, was present as a spectator of the 
deliberations. A letter was received from Mr. 
John Enright, President of the Central League, 
tendcring bis resignation as President of the 
Central Land League, he feeling that he could 
not devote the time necessary to the proper 
fulfillment of the duties of the office. The res- 
ignation was accepted, and the retiring official 
was made the subject of some unfavorable crit- 
icism for abandoning the cause. The question 

as to his successor was laid over. 

Corresponding Secretary O'loole announced 
that he bad received notificatious chat delegates 
would be present at the Convention = from 
Springtield, Joliet, Lockport, Elgin, Peoria, Ke- 
wuanec, and other cities. The lnird Ward of this 
city would send tive delegates, the Fourth six, 
the Fifth fourteen, the Sixth fifteen, the E.whtb 
thirteen, and the Seventeenth ten. There were 
mauy other Leagues yet to hear from, 
and it was prubable that the hall at 
the corner of Lake and La Sale streets 
would be too simalifor the Convention. Mr. E. 
W. Dunn was appointed a committee of one to 
secure some other bail. F. U'Tvote, H. T. 
Fitzgibbon, J. D. Lyons, and P. W. Dunn were 
uppoioted a committee to arrange for a reduc- 
uon of railroad fares for outside delegates. The 
time for the Convention to assemble was fixed 
ut 2 p. m., and it was decided that, in addition 
to rexular delegates, all officers of Land Leagues 
in toe State and all members of the Centra! 
Land League of Chicago should be entitled to 
seafs in the Convention. ~ Further arrangements 
were postponed until Friday night, wheu a reg- 
ular meeting of the Leugue will be held. 

A meeting of the Land Leugue under the 
auspices of the First Division of A. O. H. was 
beid last nigat in St. Patrick's school, on Des- 

lalues street, near Adams. P. R. Higgins, 
Tuomas A. Smyth, and Jobn Connell were ap- 
pointed delegates to the State Convention. The 
meeting then adjourned till next ‘huesduy even- 
ing, at which time it is proposed to change the 
name of the Club.

PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 
PASTOR AND CONGREGATION. 

The rumors of two years ago of dissatisfaction 
in Piymouth Church with the pastor, the Key. 
Charles Hall Everest, have been renewed of late. 
and in the past few days have been given impe- 
tus by reports from Washington to the effect 
that a committee from the church was in that 
city with a view to extending a call to the Rev. 
Dr. Paxton. A reporter yesterday took some 
pains to look the matter up, and found in circu- 
latiug among the members of the reverend gen- 
Hemau flock, that the rumors had some basis 
in fact, but that it was not true that the dissatis- 
faction bad gone so fur, or taken such shape, as 
to justily the statement that his successur was 
bemg looked up. Mr. Everest came to Piymouth 
Chureh trom Brooklyn four years ago, to suc- 
ceed the Rev. William Alvin Bartlett, and 
tho facts are that the Church has always felt too 
big for him, and he bas come fur from meeting 
expectation in the pulpit. As a pastor, how- 
ever, he was found possessed of many rare at- 
tributes, and he has dove more for the Cuurch, 
perhaps, than any of bis predecessors in the 
sume icngthof time. Two years ago he raised 
the church debt, amounting to about 800,000, 
and has added quite largely to the membership: 
but it is claimed by many Uthat the majority of 
those he has brought to the Church have been 
from the poorer ciassee, which has been any- 
thing but gratifying in the eyes of thuse who 
pay the Church bills 7ear after year. 

No one_can be tound to Bay anything against 
bis chraccter, his zeal, or his religious worth. 
but the sentiment was pretty general among 
those talked to that he , lucked power, 
and was not a large cnough man. 
in an intellectual sense, to mnevt 
the tastes and desires of the congregation, woich 
is one of the finest und wealthiest in the city. 
There could not be discovered, either, the sem- 
biance of an organized movement to displace 
him, but it was broadly binted that his resizna- 
ion Wus among the probabilities of the near 
future, and that there would be nothing in the 
way of accepting it except the fact that it was 
feared that his place could not be better filled 
without considerable delay and troubie.

ROUMANIA. 


Prince Charles“ Address on the Occa- 
sion of Mis Bec ming King. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
BUCHAREST, Roumania, March 29.— The official 
journal of Bucharest of March 27 published the 
decree which created the Principality of Rou- 
mania a Kingdom, and which prociaimed Prince 
Charles éhe King thereof. The signing of the 
decree and its promulgation took place last 
evening in the Throne-Room, iu the presence of 
all the Senators and Deputies. The King deliv- 

ered the following address: 

“Great and solemn is the day when those 
elected by the people present themselves before 
me to submit the unanimous decision of the 
Legislative Corps. This day commences a new 
page ot the book whercin is inscribed the history 
of the KRoumanian people, and closes a period 
full of struggles and difficulties, but equaiuy rica 
in manly efforts and heroic actions. The will of 
the pation bas ever been the guide of my au- 
thority for the fifteen years | have been a 
Prin ce, surrounded by the affection of the peo- 
ple. and honored with its contidence, These 
sentiments, brightened by bappy days, have 
strengthened between us during those of mis- 
fortune and gioom. I was, therefore, proud to 
be your Prince. A titie over which so muth 
glory and granduer has been thrown 
in the past is dear to me. But, for the 
future, Koumania thinks it necessary, in con- 
formity with its extent, its importance, and its 
additional power, and in accordance with the 
recognition of Europe, to prociaim itself a 
Kingdom. It is not for myself personally, but 
for the grandeur of my country. that I accept 
this title, which expresses the fulfillment of the 
earnest desire which every Roumanian has so 
long cherished in his beart. But this title will 
change nothing in the bonds of friendship es- 
tablished between the nation and myself., ana of 
which the eveats we have experienced togetber 
have proved the strength. hen let the first 
King of Roumania remain surrounded by the 
atfection accorded, up to the present time, to 
him who has been and whe» remains the sov- 
ereign; for the love of this noble and generous 
people, to whom I have given my heart and my 
soul, is more dear to me, more precious, than all 
the grandeurs that surround the throne.” 

This discourse was bailed with applause, which 
was prolonged for ten minutes, accompanied 
with cries of “ Long live the King! Long live 
tbe Queen! Long live the Kingdom of Rou- 
mania!“ Queen Elizabeth was by the King: and 
throughout the evening ibe patriotic manifesta- 
tions continued. The illuwinations were gen- 
eral; but rejoicings were suspended this morn- 
ing, on the occasion of the interment of the 
Czar. King Charles received a deputation of 
merchants of the Capital yesterday, and to-day 
the youth of the schools will offer him ‘their 
homage, To-morrow at noon a Te Deum will 
be celebrated in the metropo! is. L

NAVIGATION PROSPECTS. 
ON LAKE MICHIGAN. 

Cavt. Baldwin, of the propeller City of 
Traverse, is in receipt of a letter from Traverse 
City stating that the ice in Traverse Bay, of 
that port, is fully three feot thick yet,—clear, 
blue, and solid,—and that hence the opening of 
navigation in that direction is not looked for be- 
fore May 12. 

A letter to Capt. Sam Moore, of the schooner 
Zach Chandler, from Escanaba, informs him 
that he need not proceed thither to take charge 
of his schooner fora fortnight yet. The letter 
was written on Tuesday by a well-informed 
business-man of Escanaba. 

There is no change to note in the condition of 
the ice off this port, except that yesterday's 
rain hada tendency to soften its surface ma- 
terially. The fields extend fully ten miles north 
of the harbor. There is an open water space a 
mile wide, reaching out from the sbore until 
about opposit the old Lake View House. From 
this point north the channel grows gradually 
wider until the end of the field is reached. It is 
the opinion of well-informed tug mana- 
gers that the ice covers the surface of 
this end of Lake Michigan almost from 
shore to shore. The experience of the 
propeller Skylark Sunday night tends to confirm 
this opinion. Further evidence of its correct- 
ness is afforded by the schooner David Macy, 
which fatied inan effort to reach Michigan City 
with a cargo of lumber, and was yesterday aft- 
ernoon towed into Chivago harbor by the tu 
Flossie Thicicke, to await the final dispersal o 
the ice. 

Yesterday afternoon, while outside, the tug 
Flossie Thielcke discovered a vessel in the ive 
three miles to eastward of the Water-Works 
Crib, tiying an ensign. The craft proved to be 
the schooner Myrtle, outward-bound from this 

wt. She had been a prisoner since Monday, 
Phe tug towed her through to open water. 

SAGINAW BAY.

The Standard says: “Mr. McCullough was 
warmly applauded by a very cordial house. His 
shortcomings us un artist are the absence of real 
passion and the inaudibility of the lower tones 
uf bis voice, but there were some striking poiats 
in his interpretation.” 

The News says: “Mr. McOullough does 
not possess a very commanding presence, 
but bis movements do uot lack dignity, aad 
his features are capable of nm: ex pres- 
sion. He has an excellent vuice, enabling 
him to give distinct effect to all his utterances, 
wut he has excessive deliberateness of utterance 
and movement. His great strength lies in bis 
vigorous passion. On the whole, the pertorm- 
ance was higbly successful, and was received 
with much enibusiusm.” 

The Post says Mr. McCullough is not so much 
of an actor as an elecutionist. His perform- 
ance lacks spontaneity and fresbness. He has 
no gieam of fancy, no glow of poctic imagina- 
tion. With the exception of two outbursts of 
—— emotion there was nothing in bis 

ormance to raise it above the dull level of 
mediocrity. Nothing, however, could exceed 
the enthusiasm with which Mr. McCullough was 
received by an overflowing audience. 

The Telegraph says Mr. McCullough was re- 
ceived with much enthusiasm. He came, was 
seen, and conquered. It is not too much to say 
that a finer representative of Virginius the 
character Can never have had.

The recent announcement by telegraph from 
Loudon that Edwin Booth bad decided to relin- 
quish his engagement at the Lyceum next 
month, and other statements to the same effect, 
have no foundation in fact. He has no idea of 
returning to this country with his seriously ail- 
ing wife, who could not possibly endure another 
gea- voyage. Neither he nor any of der friends 
or pbysiclaus, including Sir Wiliiam Jenner, 
have bad for the last two months the least hope 
of her recovery. The sole wonder is that she 
bas so long survived; she would not and could 
not have done so but for her resolute character 
and stubborn will. Very few of her acquaint- 
ances thuught that when she sailed hence last 
June she would ever return, for she had been 
suffering severeiy for many months. Her phy- 
siciaus considered a change of air and scene im- 
perative; crossing the ocean was the last chance, 
though of the slightest, the poor woman had for 
life. After reaching England she rallied a little, 
but at the end of seven or eigbt weeks she grew 
worse, and has been slowly sinking ever since. 
Hercourage and determination are supreme. 
When very feeble, and totally unfit to leave her 
room or even her bed, she would compel 
herself, by pure nervous force, to get dressed 
and go to the theatre where her husband 
was playing, ana be brought home 
more dead than ative. He has been the emboudi- 
ment of tenderness and devotion, spending most 
ot the day and much of the night, after perform- 
dng at the Princess,’ beside her sick-bed, attend- 
Ing to her smallest wants. Naturally, the strain 
upon bim has been terrible; he looks as pale, 
thin, and wan asif he himself had passed through 
n protracted iliness, Deeply as be must feel his 
wife's loss, it has been so long anticipated that 
anticipation will, in a measure, break the force 
of the blow. His friendsin England are unan- 
imous in the opinion that it will be better for 
bim to fultill his May engagement at the Lyceum 
than to brood over the sorrow with which he is 
now struggling. When his tirst wife—n4e Mary 
Devlin—died, her death nearly drove him dis- 
tracted, and his intimates fear that his present 
wife's. death might have even a worse effect 
should his time remain unoecupied, In playing 
with Henry Irving—a thing be has looked for- 
ward to with great eagerness and pleasure—he 
will have the distraction, the partial absorption, 
that he imperatively requires. Edwin Booth 
will, therefore—uualess the latest advices from 
him should be contradicted—appear in conjunc- 
tion with Irving during the coming month. 
Nothing will hinder except absolote physical 
and nervous prostration, caused possibly by his 
excessive devotion to his poor dying wife.

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BRITISH INSOLVENT LAWS 


Bad and Loose in Provisions—Costly 
and Cor (im Execution—Propesed

In the f emotion and expectation cre- 
ated by ta «troduction of the great Land bill 
another measure bas quietly emerged from the 
inner consciouspess of the Government, which 
is hardly les! rtant for England than is the 
draft of Friday for Ireland. Mr. Chamberlain. 
in explaining on Friday the contemplated 
amendments in English bankruptcy law, did not 
exaggerate the “ universal chorus of disappro- 
batlon with which committees of the House of 
Commons, Judges, officials. bankers, lawyers, 
accountants, and all the representatives of the 
commercial classes, denounce the existing 
system. None will dispute dis accusation 
against it chat “the greatest commercial nation 
in the world has in it the worst commercial lez- 
islation of any civilized country.” All mu:t 
agree with him that itis a theme of “ nationul 
discredit and a fruitful source of injustice and 
of suffering.” By it of the whole number of ip- 
soivencies only 7 per cent are subject to public 
control; the remaining por cent are left with- 
out supervision. While the number of bank- 
ruptcies, technically so called. iu which proper 4 
official ‘aspection fs exervised is continually de- 
creasing, liquidations and compositions multi- 
ply. Among liquidations and compositions the 
proportion of those in which the amouut of as- 
sets returning to the creditors is only no minal 
regularly rises, and the proportion of substan- 
tial dividends as regularly falls. in liqui- 
dations the trustee is free and aimost 
encouraged to defraud the creditors for 
bis own exclusive benelit, or in partnership with 
the insolvent. lu compositions the insvivent is 
enabled to rob them for aud by himself. The 
post of trustee is. in Mr. Chamberlain's words, 
“an enviable one, provided he be not troubied 
with moral scrupies.”” He may take his in- 
structions from a committee uf inspection which 
be has himself appointed. He may audit bis 
owa accounts. He wv keep the moncy in his 
own bands and gambi» wita ltt. He may appro- 
priate unclaimed dividends, and manulacture 
them by inventing fictitious claims. If the in- 
soivent have a suillicient estate to induce bit to 
retain the spoils for hisown separate advantage, 
be may compound in piace of iiquidating, witha 
reasonable certainty that his creditors will 
thankfully pick up the crumbs he chooses to 
throw them. “A learned gentleman,” accord- 
ing to a quotation by the Presidcat of the Board 
of Trade from a report of the Controiler-Gen- 
eral in Bankruptcy,“ has observed that no wan 
who was properly conscious of his duty to bis 
family would ever think, under the existing 
law, of paying twenty shillings in the pound.” 
Dishonesty on the one side fiuds its natural prey 
in indolence on the other. The present law 
recognizes insolvency and insulvent estates as 
the rightful charge ot the creditor. It proceeds 
on the aseumption that his care tor his own in- 
terests will render bim an adequate guardian of 
public morality and example. He responds to 
the trust by transferring it so reckiesiy to any 
who will undertake it that “the practice pro- 
vails of holding auctions of proxies, in waich 
professional trustees buy from each other the 
numbers required to give them the control of 
certain estates.""” The annual loss from bank- 
ruptcy and insolvency Mr. Chamberlain esti- 
mates, perbups excessively, to be not less than 
twenty-five millions; uud this does not include 
the luases caused by the failure of companies, 
which are administered under a diferent 
system.” What is the moral loss may be in- 
ferred from the habits of traders, when they 
bear ot a declaration of insolvency, to take so 
for granted utter unsounduess of the in- 
solvent’s deal as at once “to write off the 
amount of the debt to loss, and to consider any 
dividends as protit.” 

The whole fabric of the English insolvency 
system is so unhealthy that ereditors will not 
trouble themscives to adopt the safeguards 
marked out plainiy for them. act of 1889 
especially arranged that trustees lu bankruptcy 
proper should give security. Yet creditora, 
under cover of a provision intended to apply to 
casual omissions, seurceiy ever exact it. in the 
last 2,500 bankruptcies it is officially reported 
that security was required in no more than 
fourteen cases. But the most flagrant of the 
scandals occur under liquidations and composi- 
tions; and a | are the 2 creatures ot the 

resent law with which Board of Trade 

li desires to grapple. The aim of the act of 
1868, which seems to bave no friend but Sir John

under the elder bankruptcy legisiation the 
primary view of an insolvency was that a crime 
bad been committed. The State entered into 
possession of the offender's eifccts, as in the in- 
stance of a felony, and distributed them as it 
thought justice demanded. The act of 1469 was 
the culmination of a long series of legislative 
changes in the way of looking at such questions, 
by which opinion had gradually veered rouud, 
until insolvency bad come to be regarded prin- 
cipally as a concern of debtor and creditor. The 
danger was not denied of corruption to commer- 
cial donor by connivance at fraudulent insol- 
vencies. A lief, however, was current that 
creditors would be too keen in watch over 
their rights to make knavery profitable. far 
as legislation must be beid successful when the 
public takes advantage of it, it may be argued 
that the act of 1969, drawn on these lines, has 
succeeded. Although “ officialiém iu connection 
with bankruptcy proceedings" was nut compul- 
sorily abolished, an alternative course was per- 
mitted to creditors. A vast majority of them 
accept the aiternative, and dispense with offi- 
cialism altogether. Unfortunately, whiie che 
pubiic sentiment practically sauctions the alter- 
ation by acting upon it, it cundemus unreserv- 
edly morul and material results. Creditors 
who suffer their debtor to liquidate or com- 
pound are scornful and indignant at the fluun- 
cial losses of which. as a consequence, they are 
the victims. The public, which sees the standard 
of commercial hovesty deteriorating, murmurs 
and scoffs at such a fruit of legisiative wisdom. 
The truth is that the act of 1468 united two prin- 
ciples which might better exist apart. re 
can be no question but that “the management 
of the bankrupt's estate should, as Sir John 
Holker declares was the object of the present 
act, be placed “in the hands of bis creditors.” 
If any plank is to be snatched out of the 
wreck for them, they must have the right to 
break it - Approval of the other main 
characteristic of the act, the mure or leas dun- 

“abolition of officialismm in vonuection 
with bankruptcy proceedings,” does not neces- 
sarily follow. nkruptcy legislation, which is 
to economize asscts for their legitimate owners, 
and to accord with moral instincts. should in- 
trust the crediters with the realization of the 
insolvent’s estate, and a court with the rvaliza- 
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i inmeceucy Wou appear a privilege, as 
does power of demanding a court-martial to 
an officer whe bas losta ship ora battic. It is 
the merit of the authors of the Goverament bill 
that they bave. at ali events, endeavored to re- 
concilie these two conditions,—the individua: 
tit ie of creditors to get in money which belongs 
to them, and the general title of the public to 
purify a tainted and infectious commerviai at- 


The bill does away with liquidation. Compo- 
sition it retains, subject to assent of the new 
Bankruptcy Court whicd is tu be crented, and ten 
minimum payment of five shillings in the pound. 
In bankruptey proper it provides for the pubic 
examination in Gurt of every bankrupt. tor the 
taxation of all billa.feran audit, for the 

ment of money received into the Bank of 
ngiand. Where mattersare drclosed inawating 
guilt, the Hurt teempowered to commit a bank- 
rupt tor trial.

ESTHETIC COOKING. , 


Miss Corson’s Lectures and Ex- 
periments Yesterday. 


Several Delicious Dishes for Epicurean 
Tastes. 


The first subject to which Miss Corson drew 
the attention of ber audicnce yesterday morn- 


ing was lish croquets. 

“If you use salt fish,” she said, “ soak it well. 
Teat the fish into flakes, and then make a sauce 
by using, for a pint of cold fish, a tablespoon of 
butter and a heaping tablespoon of flour. Stir 
these ingredients together before the fire, and 
add to them water or milk, making a sauce 
thicker than white sauce. When it is of the 
proper consistency season it with sult aud 
pepper, put the cold fish into it and ruise it to 4 
scalding heat. Add the yolks of two or three 
eggs stirred in, and serve on a plate rubbed 
with salad oil. Here let it get thoroughly cold, 
when it can be made into little balls or rolls. 
using the bands wet with cold water so that the 
croquets will not stick tothem. After they are 
made roll them in bread crumbs or cracker dust, 
and then dip them in beaten egg and roli again 
in the bread crumbs. Then fry them in smok- 
ing-hot fat until they are golden brown. Take 
them out of the fat with a skimmer. Lay them 
on brown paper fora winute, wbhicb will absorb 
the grease. Yuu can chauge the favor of the 
croquets by changing the scasoning. A little 
wine, or parsley, or mushroom can be added; if 
you wish to have the favor of onion, chop about 
a teaspoon of onion and put it in the butter, 

“We make chicken croquets very much in 
the same way, except that we use chicken in- 
stead of fish, and add wine and onions or wush- 
rooms. The chicken and mushrooms should be 
cut up, but not so fine as hash.“ 

“ When do you add the wine, and what kiad do 
you use?” a lady asked. 

The sherry, or Madeira is added just after 
the yolks of tht eggs are put in.” 

CREOLE SAUSAGES. 

The next dish described was known as Creole 
sausages. On this subject Miss Corson said: 

„ Prick the sausage all over as for frying; put 
in a saucepan_and try brown, adding a piece of 
garlic the siz@of a green pea. After this is done, 
put peeled and sliced tomatoes in the propor- 
uon of a quarter of a pound of tomatoes to one 
pound of sausage. After the sauces and toma- 
toes have been added Kuson with salt and 
pepper and let it stew for half an hour slowly. 
Dumplings may be added with good effect. 
To make them take a cup of flour and sift 
through ita hulf-teaspoon of baking-powder, 
with u half-teaspoon of salt. Add cnough cold 
milk to make a soft dough and mix as quickly 
as possible. Dip the tablespoon into the 
hot tomato and take out the dough in 
small spoonfuls until it is all in the sauce-pan, 
where allow it to cook for fifteen minutes, on no 
yccount removing the cover, as that is apt to 
make the dumplings beavy. This makes a real 
hearty dish.” 

Miss Carson then proceeded to explain the 
method of making Wrexbam soup. 

Tuts soup.“ se said, requires a long cook- 
ing. In its preparation you use one pound of 
ledn meat,—mutton or beef,—which you cut in 
piages of abcut two inches long and an inen 
K. Feel and slice two medium-sized carrots 
or one large one, two medium-sized turnips or 
one large ove, balf a dozen medium-sized 
onions, add a pint of tomatoes. If celery 16 in 
season use one of the green, outside 
stalks, also a little bunch of parsley, 
which make into a bouquet with a 
dozen cloves, one dozen unground grains 
of pepper, with asprig of any sweet derb. ex- 
cept suge. When these ingredients are pre- 
pared put in a tablespoon of salt and a teuspoon 
of sugar and pepper. Put all in a jar or deep 
earthen dish and pour over it about two quarts 
of cold water. Fasten it all up with a paste 
made of flour and water, and bakeit in a slow 
oven for about five bours. In placing the in- 
gredicnts in the jar leave the bouquet near the 
top so that it can be removed. This makes a 
very palatable and nutritious dish. 


“TRIPE A LA MODE DE CANNES ” 


is made in somewhat the same way. Cut up 
your tripe and take a large carrot, turoip, and 
onion and simply peel them. Place them in the 
jar with the tripe, and add two teaspoons of 
cloves and pepper-corns, a bay leaf, and a bunch 
of parsiey. Mix the same seasoning as for Wrex- 
ham soup. Pour in enougb water to half cover the 
ingredients, and then add enough claret or 
Sauterne to entirely cover them. Paste the 
whole up with flour and water and bake for six 
bours in an oven. 

The last instruction was upon fried apples, 
which the lecturer said should be peeled, cored, 
and cut into slices about one-quarter of an inch 
thick. In the ordinary shallow frvying-pan 
should be placed a haif-cup of lard, or butter, or 
meat drippings. into which when smoking dot 
enough appie should be placed to cover the bot- 
tom of the pan. When browned the apples should 
be turned over very carefully so as not to break 
them. When done a little sugar should be 
shaken over them before serving. 

TUR AFTERNOON LECTURE. 

Miss Corson began yesterday afternoon with 
puff paste, becuuse it required considerabie 
time to cool, which it must do before baking. 
The class was told to use a stone siab, or, in tae 
ubeence of that. a marbie-top table, and wet u 
with coid water; then take a pound of butter 
ana, after wetting the hands, knead it on the 
slab until it becomes a firm pat. being careful 
not to melt the surface by contact of the hands. 
Instead of a siab, a hard, smooth pastry-board 
will do, and it can be cooled by resting it on dri 
ping-pans containing broken ice. Roll up 
pat in a towel upon which flour has been 
sprinkled, and place in a dry refrigerator to 
await the preparation of t dough. Dry 
the slab, and deap on it a pound 
of flour, into the crater of which must 
be placed the yolk of an egg, a teaspoon of suit. 
the juice of a lemon, and a piece vf butter as 
big as a chestnut. is is made into a soft 
dough, ually adding a pint of water. The 
materials should be weighed and the mixing 
aone slowly and in a cool place. Knead for five 
minutes, placed the prepared butter in it and 
told, turn uvside down and roli into a strip three 
times as long as wide, fola one-third over the 
middie and the other third over that, making 
three layers. Roll and fold according to the de- 
bree of lightness required. Some fancy pastry 
has us many as twenty-seven layers, she said, 
though she did not take time to roll and foid it 
into more than a dosen or two. It was then 
wrapved in a floured cloth and placed in the re- 
frigerator. After it cooled it was to be rolled 
and foided some more and replaced in the re- 
frigerator. If anybody preferred plain pastry 
they could take haif the quantity of butter, or 
lard and butter mixed. 

BOUCHEES A LA REINE. 


Miss Corson prepared a ragout, bouchees a la 
Reine,“ using chicken livers and 7— 22 
un chu, and haif a lass of wine. The proper im- 
gredieuts for a cupof sauce was a teaspoon each 
of rand butter, to which is added the liquor 
from the can of mushrooms. This was a nice 
way of disposing of odd fragments of chicken, 
whether mushrooms were added or not. The 
mushrooms were putin the sauce, which bad 
been seasoned with sait, pepper, and nutmeg, 
and brought to a boil, the liver cooking ina 
separate utensil previous to being cut up and 
added to the rest. After the pulf patties have 
baked and become cool they should be scooped 
out, filled with the ragout, placed in the oven, 
and brought to the table hot. 

Miss (Corsen explained how to clarify the 
“bouillon” made on the day previous. This 
was done by taking the shell and white of one 
„n a speonfuloft cold water, which was 
placed in the atom of a sauce-pan, and the 
“boutllon” from which the fat had been 
skimmed poured over a glass M wine to the 
quart tpparted a fine ftiaver, and each dish 
might be gurnished with a siiwe of lemon. If it 
was too light-colored it might be darkened with 
a little burned sugar. 

For jelly twist the class was told to take 
three stripsof pull paste, stick together with 
Water atone end aod braid. From the scraps 
little pastry cakes can be made. Brush the 
twists with egg dust with powdered sugar. 

The afternoon's instruction closed with direc- 
tions on ng “baked deviled kidneys.” 
If a large beef kidney were used, it should be 
sliced; if email, simply cut in two. A sauce was 
prepared with three tablespoows of oil, one of 
Vinegar, a salt of salt. a ua r teaspoon 
of pepper, a teaspoon of mustard. The 
slices of kidney are dipped into the sauce and 
bruiled, after which they shuuld receive a sec- 
omd toueh of Cayenne pepper, and be garnished 
with lemon,

JUDICIAL. - 


Appointment of Indiana Supreme Court 
Commissioners — Biograpiies of the 
Kminent Mien Selected for the He- 
sponsibie Positions. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 27.—The Supreme 
Court performed the duty this morning of se- 
lecting five Commissioners, each member of the 
Court naming one, as follows: William M. 
Franklin, of Owen County, nominated by Chief- 
Justice William E. Niblack; George A. Bickoell, 
of Floyd County, nominated by Judge George 
O. Howk; Judge Horatio C. Newcomb, of Mar- 
ion, by Judge Elliott; James J. Best, of De 
Kalb. by Judge Woods; and John Morris, of 
Allen, by Judge Worden. The law directed that 
each Judge should select one Coinaos!ssioner, and 
in thus indicating their choice it is not difficult 
to see that the members of the Court did not 
go outside their personal friends to find candi- 
dates, This, however, bas in nowise impaired 
the efficiency ot the Com mission, as the gentie- 
men selected are preéminently fitted for the 
duties of the office. Mombers of the profession, 
as fur as their opinions have been sought, agree 
in saying that the selections are eminently 
fitting, and will greatly relieve the Supreme 
Court. There is scarcely a word of dissent from 
any of the nominations politicaily considered, 
three of the Commissioners are Republicans 
and two Democrats, Judge Worden appointing 
his old friend and law-partner, despite his po- 
litical affiliations. 

George A. Bicknell, of New Albany, was born 
in Philadelphia, educated at the University of 
Pennsyivania, and studied law at Yale College. 
He came tothis State in 1846, and settled in 
Scott County, where he was elected County 
Prosecutor in 1848 and Circuit Prosecutor in 
1850. In 182 he was elected Judge of the Second 
Judicial Circuit, to which office be was subse- 
quently three times reélected, retiring in Jauu- 
ury, 1877, to accept the oflice of member of Con- 
gress from the Third District, to which 
he had been chosen. He served 
through the .Forty-fifth Congress, and wa 
retlected to the Forty-sixth. Judge Bicknell 
was a Professor at the law-school of the Iudiaua 
University from 1461 to L870. 

William M. Franklin was born in Monroe 
County, Indiana, in February, 1820. He entered 
Asbury University in 1828, and pursued his 
studies three years, after which he studied law 
aud was admitted to practice, locating in Spencer, 
Owen County. Before reaching the age of 30 he 
was elected to the Legisiature, followed by 
election to the office of Prosecutor. 
Some time after he was elected Judge 
of the Common Pleas Court, serving four 
years, and was reGlected in 1860. Ip 1870 he was 
elected Circuit Judge of the Fifteenth Judicial 
District, filling a term of six years. He is now 
the senior member of the law firm of Franklin & 
Pickens. 

James J. Best was born in Waynesboro, 
Augusta County, Va., in August, 1535, emigrating 
with bis father’s family to Huntington County, 
Indiana, in 1862, where he studied law. In 1860 
he removed to Waterloo and entered upon the 
practice of his profession. In i872 he was nom- 
inated by the Kepublicans and indorsed by 
the Vemocrats for Circuit Judge of the Four- 
teenth Judicial District, and unanimously elect- 
ed. He resigned his place in 1876 before the ex- 
piration of his term, owing to ill- health. 

Horatio C. Newcomb was born at Wellsbor- 
ough, Tioga — Pa., Dec. 2, 1821, and re- 
moved to Vernon, Ind., in June, 1833, coming 
from Cortiand County, New York. In 1836 he 
became an apprentice to a saddiemaker, but in 
1541 began the — of law under the instruc- 
tion of his uncle, the Hon. W. A. Bul- 
loek. In 184 was admitted to 
the Bar. He practiced in Vernon until 1846. 
when be came to Indiasapvlis, and became a 
partner with Mr. Ovid Buder, a leading lawyer 
at the Bar of the Capital. In 1849 he was elect- 
ed Mayor of Indianapolis, and was reélected in 
1851; but resigned after six months. In 1854 he 
was clected Kepresentative to the General As- 
sembiy, and in 1860 and 1861 to accept the ap- 
pointment of Gov. Morton to the Presi- 
dency the Board of Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund. In June, 1564, 
he became political editor of the Journal. and 
continued in that capacity until December, 1568. 
During that period be was twice elected to the 
Lower House of the State Legislature, serving 
at one time as Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee and at another as Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee. When the Superior 
Courts of Marion County were organized he was 
appointed by Gov. ker one of the three 
Judges March 1, 1871. The term having termi- 
nated in October, 1874 his name was placed 
upon the Republican and Vemocratic tickets, 
and he was elected for the full term of four 
years. he was at this time nominated by Presi- 
dent Grant and confirmed by the Senate as As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior, but he de- 
clined, preferring his judicial ition. In 1876 
Judge Newcomb was nominated as one of the 
Republican candidates for Supreme Judge, but 
was defeated with his party. Judge Newcomb 
has been a prominent member of the Presbyte- 
rian Church since 1847. 

John Morris was born in Columbiana County, 
Ohio, about 1818, of Quaker parentage. His 
early advantages were not great, and be did not 
secure a collegiate education. He is one of the 
best scholars in the State, and omens its most 
bigh:y cultured men. He came to Indiana in 
1443, and settled in Auburn, where he studied 
and entered upon the practice.of the law. He 
was also on the Common Pleas Bench for a term 
during his residence in Ve Kalb County. About 
Is? he removed to Fort Wayne and became a 
member of the firm of Morris, Withers & Co., 
and was afterwards a partner of Judge 
Worden, who bas chosen bim for 
this responsible position. He is now 
a member of the firm of Coombs, Morris & Bell. 
Judge Morris has been for twenty years the 
leading tawyer of Northern Indiana. He has 
Leen a Republican, but has always refused to be 
a candidate for office, though often solicited to 
become such. He brings to the duties of his 
new position all those qualities which fit him to 
fill it with credit to the State and honor to him- 
self. He isthe only man who is of opposit 
party affiliation t the Judge who selected him.

JUDGES IN A DILEMA. 


Hesitating to Decide in the Election 

Cases. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., April 26.—fn Art. IV., Sec. 
17, ot the Constitution of the State of South 
Carolina, itis distinctly set forth mat it shall 
be the duty of the Judges of the Supreme and 
Circuit Courts to file their decisions within sixty 
days from the last day of the term of court at 
which the causes were board.“ Any departure 
from this provision is ciearly a violation of the 
Constitution. Two and a balf months have 
elapsed since the close of the term of the Su- 
preme Court at which the Charleston County 
election case was beard, and, up to the present 
hour, no decision has been rendered. The only 
question before the tribunal is whether three 
unscrupulous politicians, appointed Commis- 
sioners to couduct the election in Charteston 
County. shall be allowed to transgress law and 
decency. Coutrary to the wording and spirit of 
the Election law, these wen—one of whom was 
ir .ported from Edgetield for the «.ccasion—t brew 
vut seven boxes contalulng large Republican 


ments of Demucratic strikers, thereby dis- 
franchising 5.637 Republicans and, giving the 
county to the Democrats. Of course, the Demo- 
cratic Board of State Canvassers contirmed the 
action of the Commissiovers, and hence the ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. With law and jus- 
tice on the Republican side, and the fear of of- 
fending Democratic politicians on the other, the 
Judges find it dificult to screw up their courage 
to announce a decision.

vuige the bidden ruscalitties of tae Bourbon 
managers, Considering these facts. itis said the 
Supreme Court basconciuded to pursue a middle 
course,—that is, it will not render a decision. In 
other words, rather than expose themselves to 
the attacks of Republican newspapers and the 
contempt of the public, or their party to annny- 
ance and disruption, the Supreme Judges prefer 
to ignore the Constitution which they are swora 
to obey and uphold.
